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Arabs, Israelis Battling 
In ‘All-Out War’ Again

Israeli troops and warplanes battled through the 
night and into this morning with Syrian and Egyptian 
forces that penetrated Israeli lines and seized some of 
their positions in what Israeli Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan described as a new Middle East war. 

A Sunday morning communi(|ue issued in Tel 
Aviv said fighting raged all night long along the en¬ 
tire east bank of the Suez Canal, where the Egyptians 
held a number of Israeli posts, and along the entire 
cease-fire line with Syria. 

In Cairo, a Syrian military communique quoted 
by Damascus radio said Israeli warplanes attacked 
Syrian forces on the Golan Heights as dawn broke on 
the second day of Arab-Israeli fighting. The broad¬ 
cast said Syrian warplanes shot down 10 Israeli jet 
fighter-bombers and added "none of our planes was 
hit.” 

The Tel Aviv communique said Israeli aircraft 
during the night sank an unidentified Egyptian naval 
vessel north of the Suez Canal in the Mediterranean 
Sea while Israeli boats sank three Egyptian gunboats 
ferrying troops toward their territory in the Red Sea. 

* An Israeli military spokesman said the Egyp¬ 
tians had succeeded in sending more infantrymen and 
some tanks across the Suez Canal to reinforce the 
forces that crossed the canal on the opening day of 

fighting Saturday. 

An Israeli National Radio correspondent said 
from the scene of the canal fighting that the Egyp¬ 
tians were suffering heavy casualties and that the 
Israeli counterthrust was “cruel in the extreme.” 

Soon after the outbreak of hostilities Saturday, 
Dayan said the Middle East was in the throes of 
another “all-out war” and predicted victory within a 
matter of days.

Trudeau Trip: 
Sights and Talk 


OITAWA (UPI) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau leaves Mon¬ 
day for China, taking his turn 
in the lineup of Western 
statesmen to visit the sights 
of Peking and hold talks in 
the Great Hall of the People. 

Accompanied by his wife, 
Margaret now seven 

months pregnant — and a 
party of two doren officials 
and about 50 newsmen, Tru¬ 
deau arrives’ in Peking Wed¬ 
nesday after crossing the 
International Dateline and 
spending Tuesday night in 
Tokyo. 

His four days in Peking will 
follow the usual schedule for 
visiting dignitaries sight¬ 
seeing in the morning and 
talks m the afternoon with 


Premier Chou En-lai. The 
sights will include the Insti¬ 
tute of Physical Culture, the 
Museum of the Imperial City 
and the Summer Palace. 

Canadian sources say the 
talks with Chou will cover in¬ 
ternational affairs in general, 
relations with the expanded 
European Common Market, 
detente among the big 
powers, internal institutions, 
the impact of multinational 
conxjrations and state trading 
companies, and bilateral 
issues. 

The sources said Trudeau 
would consider it ‘‘a great 
honor” to meet Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung, but they said a 
meeting was only a possibili¬ 
ty. in view of Mao’s health 
and age.

British freighter Erawan was 
carrying 100 tons of DDT 
when it collided Sept. 25 with 
the Japanese vessel Sun Dia¬ 
mond near the entrance to 
Vancouver harbor, officials of 
the Environmental Protection 
Service said Saturday. 

The pesticide banned in 
Canada was stored in 
paper sacks in the No. 1 hold, 
and officials said it could 
have caused a massive fish 
k»M had ii been released into 
the water.

Eyes Provide Answer 

Your 
Good

Dear Dr. Thoateson: I know 
this is not your field, but I 
can’t find the answer any¬ 
where else. 

I would like to know Sf it is 
safe to wear contact lenses 
for long periods — 16 to 18 
hours at a time? 

My lens specialist says to 
wear them for eight hours, 
remove them for one hour, 
and so on. 

But almost all of my friends 
wear them from morning 
until night straight through. I 
would like to do the same, but 
I wonder if it is safe. V- L.D. 

Tolerance of contact lenses 
can vary considerably be- 
twepn individuals. Your 
friends who wear them for 
long periods were either not 
advised, or do so as a matter 
of convenience. 


I do not wear contact lenses 
myself, but if I did, and a spe¬ 
cialist advised me as yours 
has you, I think I’d follow his 
advice. 

In any event, your eyes 
should be your best indicator. 
Prolonged wearing can create 
irritations and this would be a 
signal to take them off. Irrita¬ 
tion might not occur at first, 
but only after prolonged use 
of the lenses. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My 

husband who is 83 has started 
to take 32 aspirin tablets 


every day to relieve the pain 
in his leg — his knee and 
ankle are all swelled up. I’m 
afraid he is taking too many. 
Please let us know if he is 
doing wrong. — Mrs. W.M. 

Many arthritis sufferers 
take that much aspirin and 
even more every day and 
benefit from it. However—and 
this may be an important 
however — I would want to 
know what causes the pain 
and swelling of his leg before 
agreeing that aspirin is the 
right thing for him. 

You give me no information 
as to what his trouble is, 
aside from its being painful. 
It may be some: condition 
that not only can be treated 
effectively by other means 
but ought to be. So have your 
doctor see him and decide 
what will bring him the most 
comfort.

Parliamentary Guide and the 
Financial Post Directory of 
Directors. 

Senator Paul Desruisseaux. 
a Montreal Liberal business¬ 
man, is listed as having 18 
and Harry Hays, an Alberta 
Liberal rancher and former 
MP, 11. Alan Macnaughton, 
Liberal, a Montreal barrister 
ami former Commons speak¬ 
er, has 20. 

Senate Opposition Leader 
Jacques Flynn, Quebec City 
lawyer, is listed as having 
nine and Louis-Philippe Beati- 
bien, Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive and another Montreal 
businessman, 16. Senator 
Salter Hayden, a Toronto cor¬ 
poration lawyer and chairman 
of the banking committee for 
19 years, holds a reported 18 
directorships. 

The fact that senators are 
appointed on recommendation 
of the prime minister and 
have no fear of being ousted 
by the voters has brought 
their business connections 
under heavy criticism. Until 
June 2, 1965, senators were 
appointed for life. Those 
named after that date must 
retire at 75. 

Senator Gelinas argues that 
it is important to his role as a 
legislator to hold direc¬ 
torships, to enable him to be 
"apprised of what's going on 
in the economy." 

"It’s been my whole life. 
... I didn’t get all these 
directorships only since I was 
appointed a senator, you know 
. . . Some before and some af¬ 
terwards ... I’m going to 
continue my business rela¬ 
tions. 

"It’s the morality of the 
thing ... You declare your in¬ 
terests and you don’t vote: 
. . . I’ve never had any prob¬ 
lems." 

Senator Flynn said the 
banking committee votes 
"only about once a year" 

The Senate spent 10 months 
in 1970 examining proposed 
income-tax- legislation and 
proposed a raft of amend¬ 
ments, none of which were 
implemented at the time. 
During its’ study, the commit¬ 
tee served as a forum for 
business interests that voiced 
opposition to the government 
bill. 

Senator Flynn maintains 
that the proposed government 
legislation aimed at control¬ 
ling conflict of interest among 
senators and members of the 
Commons will do more to re¬ 
assure the public than change 
the face of the Senate. 

The draft legislation, tabled 
last July, would bar senators 
and MPs from sitting on 
boards of companies that do 
$1,000 or more contract busi¬ 
ness annually with the gov¬ 
ernment. 

It would force disclosure of 
all directorships, clamp down 
on paid lobbying activities 
and restrict the proportion of 
a company’s stock a parlia¬ 
mentarian could own. Infrac¬ 
tions could result in removal 
from office for MPs and stiff 
fines for senators. — 

Disclosure of directorships 
Is voluntary at present. Sena¬ 
tors with no directorships list¬ 
ed in the Parliamentary 
Guide are often shown by 
other sources, such as the Di¬ 
rectory of Directors, to hold 
several. 

Senate Government Leader 
Paul Martin says: "There’s 
nothing sinister in being a 
director in itself, you know. 
Why would they report 
that? . . . There's no obliga¬ 
tion. no law which says a man 
can’t be a director of a com¬ 
pany." 

However, he agrees that 
directorships and business 
connections are a public mat¬ 
ter: "I think the public does 
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have a right to know and they 
(the senators) do state it." 

The public generally mis¬ 
trusts all politicians, Senator 
Flynn says, and the proposed 
legislation will help to polish 
their tarnished image, "but 
little else.” 

When the draft legislation 
was made public, an uniden¬ 
tified MP was quoted as say¬ 
ing it would "cause heart at¬ 
tacks all over the Senate."

On the other hand, he says, 
the danger of corporate direc¬ 
torships held by members of 
the Commons can be counter¬ 
balanced by the need for MPs 
to win re-election. 

Committee clerk F. A. 
Jackson says that In his eight 
years with the Senate banking 
committee, he has "often 
been surprised at how objec¬ 
tive these guys are.” Sena¬ 
tors, he says, very often 
"bend over backwards to be 
fair." 

"A lot of people who aren’t 
on the scene, think a senator 
is going to take care of the 
bank or whatever, but this is 
rarely the case. 

"Mind you, they may be 
smart about it and keep tee¬ 
ing up the bank’s lawyers on 
inside information, whet to 
watch out for end what’s com¬

LONDON (UPI) — Prime 
Minister Edward Heath will 
take the critical third stage of 
his Nixon-style anti-inflation 
fight directly to the nation 
Monday, his office announced.

Heath will do so in one of 
his rare "jiresidential” style 
televised news conferences. 
At the same time the govern¬ 
ment will announce details of 
its phase III proposals in an 
official Green Paper. 

The government imposed a 
total freeze on pay and prices 
last November after inflation 
in Britain reached to a 10 per 
cent annual rate — one of the 
highest in the Western world. 


This was followed in April 
by phase II, which replaced 
the total freeze by stiff statu¬ 
tory curbs on both pay and 
price*. 

A pay board and a price 
commission similar to those 
In the United States were set 
up to monitor both. 

A ceiling was set on pay 
hikes this year of $2.40 a week 
plus 4 per cent, with an over¬ 
all limit of $625 a year for any 
individual worker. 

Phase III is scheduled to 


begin around Nov. 6. Officials 
said the government hopes to 
replace the current statutory 
restrictions with voluntary 
curbs on both pay and prices. 

No exact figure has been 
set. But officials said the 
"norm” for pay increases 
would be about 10 per cent a 
year.

“It is 
a blatant and flagrant at¬ 
tempt by the big oil compa¬ 
nies to mislead the public 
about the effects of lifting 
controls on natural gas 
prices.” 

The API could not he 
reached for comment.

creases in the United States. 

The system of selective 
price controls imposed by the 
federal government on petro¬ 
leum will only reduce oil sup¬ 
plies in the long term, he 
said. 

Consumers should be pro¬ 
tected from rapidly rising 
prices by a 90-day freeze on 
price and incomes which 
would allow the government 


to impose more flexible meth¬ 
ods of controlling inflation. 

"Inflation is the most im¬ 
portant problem facing the or¬ 
dinary Canadian," he said. 
“It is fundamentally impor¬ 
tant that we act.” 

He said he did not believe in 
long-term controls, but 
serious steps must be taken to 
restore order to the economy. 

The Liberal federal govern¬ 
ment is acting only to remain 
in office, he said. A Conserva¬ 
tive government in Ottawa 
would confer with Alberta to 
achieve a mutually satisfac¬ 
tory way of protecting Cana¬ 
dian consumers from extraor¬ 
dinary price changes in the 
U.S. 

The . federal government 
should move quickly to call a 
federal-provincial energy con¬ 


ference which would resolve 
matters of energy price and 
supplies, he said. A conpre- 
hensive approach should be 
taken to all energy sources 
and not the selective policies 
which affect only petroleum.

W/HEN HER MAJESTY’S first minister in Brit- 
W tsh Columbia remarked nearly a month ago 
that older residents should relax and enjoy life and 
spend their savings on holidays and luxuries no¬ 
body took him very seriously. 

“Relax,” he said. “You can’t take money to 
the grave with you..” 

He would like to see pensioners soaking up the 
sun in Hawaii instead of just “the rich people,” he 
added. 

Oh, it’s just old Dave clowning around, people 

said. 

But Premier David Barrett, one-time social 
worker with a qualifying degree from St. Louis 
(Missouri) University, was perfectly serious. He 
made that clear when he spoke here Tuesday to a 
conference on problems of the aging. 

"Don’t believe that myth that you have to 
build a little nest-egg,” he advised. 

The government’s “mincome allowance" of 
$209 a month would take care of the old folk, he 
promised. 

“Take a little holiday. See Hawaii. Go down 
to Reno. Enjoy yourselves.” 

It is very doubtful that many in the older age 
group will act on Premier Barrett’s no doubt well- 
meant advice. In the first place, they have sense 
enough to realize that the $209-a-month “min¬ 
come” would barely sustain them. Secondly, they 
have lived all their years in the belief that it was a 
duty, a duty fortified by pride and independence, to 


look after themselves and provide for their unpro¬ 
ductive years. They have been frugal. The value of 
their savings is not always estimated in buying 
power but in the labor and sacrifices that achieved 
them. 

So Mr. Barrett’s rather frivolous philosophy is 
not likely to do them any harm. 

But it can do harm in other areas. 

What he is preaching, in effect, is that there is 
no longer any need for an individual to bother 
about putting a bit of money in the bank. Never 
mind keeping something for emergencies. There is 
no necessity to contribute to a pension fund be¬ 
cause providence is out of date when there is a gov¬ 
ernment such as Premier Barrett’s in power ready 
to play the paternal part. 

It is no long step to the conclusion that there is 
really no reason to work at all. 

After all, there is social assistance, with 
“mincome” at the end of the road, and it will 
be assumed the government will always be there if 
a’man or woman with no means of their own need 
nursing or hospital care. The attitude is already too 
prevalent that the individual has no obligation to 
society, that he is the responsibility of the state. 

Labor, according to Karl Marx, is the only 
commodity that can produce a value greater than 
its own. Therefore it is essential for the survival of 
any progressive society. 

It would be a pity if anything Premier Barrett, 
said has the effect of encouraging the feckless and 
discouraging the provident. 


More Encores 


■^0 MATTER what is happening in the corridors 
’ of power, Americans and Chinese are literally 
making beautiful music together. So says The 
Christian Science Monitor, commenting on the re¬ 
cent "breakthrough” visit to China of the Philadel¬ 
phia symphony orchestra, and a related incident 
that took place in Shanghai. As reported by the 
music critic of the New York Times, one of the 
"particularly delightful harmonies” of the trip 
came when a violinist from the orchestra heard a 
nine-year-old practicing his violin and wound up 
giving the youngster an impromptu lesson on the 
street to the applause of onlookers. 

“If there are enough encores of such person- 
to-person moments,” says The Monitor, “maybe 
the lest of us will sooner get in tune.” 

Similar sentiments might be expressed of a 
down-to-earth happening in Iceland where diplo¬ 
matic relations with Britain have been teetering 
over the long drawn out “cod war.” 

The bitterness Between the two NATO 
partners that has grown around the 50-mile fishing 
limit declared by Iceland a year ago remains ex¬ 
treme. 

Even though the severing of official ties has 
been averted by Britain’s withdrawal of warships 
watching over her fishermen working the zone that 
Iceland has taken for its own, they could return. If 
there is any further harassment by Icelandic patrol 


boats of the British fishermen, back goes the Royal 
Navy, Prime Minister Heath has warned. And if 
they do, Iceland’s Prime Minister Johannesson has 
countered, “we break relations.” 

It can only be hoped that the feelings of hostil¬ 
ity can be lessened in talks planned in London on 
October 15 which the Icelandic chief of state has 
agreed to attend, having refused previously to ne¬ 
gotiate. 

But right now the two governments are far. 
from being “in tune” for any "delightful harmony” 
of the kind that came at another level of British 
and Icelandic relations a few months ago, as re¬ 
ported in The Times of London last month. 

A Welsh farmer whose hobby is sailing braved 
gales and lashing seas on a mission of friendship to 
help those who till Icelandic soil. Peter Pattinson is 
quoted as saying Icelanders love their potatoes but 
because of poor growing conditions they have to 
import a lot. 

A particular type of seed used in Wales, a fast 
developer that keeps well, should thrive in Iceland. 
So farmer Pattinson set out on a trip that covered 
1,100 miles, mainly in bad weather, to be welcomed 
warmly, although “We were not sure what sort of 
reception we would get.” 

This might also be called a “breakthrough” 
visit, and perhaps this "person-to-person moment” 
will be reflected in the Heath-Johannesson talks 
and more harmonious relations will grow.

A week after celebrating 
his seventy-eighth birthday, 
John Diefenbaker set out on 
an exhausting four-day excur¬ 
sion that could strain the en¬ 
durance of a man half his 
years. 

On the Friday he added his 
flair for color and excitement 
to the Daily Question Period 
and sat through the afternoon 
debate until adjournment the 
day Parliament closed. 

That evening he prepared 
those crazy bits-and-pieces of 
notes jotted down on scraps of 
paper for the many things he 
knew he would have to say 
next day and then took the 
late night Air Canada flight to 
Toronto.

Saturday morning at 10 

o’clock he was off on a senti¬ 
mental train journey, 290 
miles to Owen Sound and 

back, in celebration of the 

100th anniversary of the open¬ 
ing of the Toronto, Grey and 
Bruce Railway. 

This was a special train or¬ 
ganized by the Upper Canada 
Railway Society, a nostalgic 
event even without Dief 
aboard, since passenger ser¬ 
vice to Owen Sound was 
dropped three years ago. 

But the presence of the tall, 
white-haired man in the 
sporty grey check suit made 
it even more special ... hold¬ 
ing court in the rear car, sip¬ 
ping tea, shaking hands, sign¬ 
ing autographs, and regaling 
his audience, which changed 
at every stop, with tales of 
politics, the campaigns of 
long ago, and word pictures of 
the view from the top. 

At Owen Sound the former 
prime minister’s task was the 
driving of a golden spike into 
the track with an antique 
sledgehammer. 

The spike was immediately 
crow-barred up again, placed 
on a plush cushion and rushed 
off to the Owen Sound Muse¬ 
um.

Britain’s Irish Israel 


Between the years 1917 and 
1945, Britain enabled the 
Zionist movement in the Jew¬ 
ish diaspora to plant an Israel 
in an Arab country, Palestine. 
Britain did this by issuing the 
Balfour Declaration, acquir¬ 
ing a mandate for Palestine, 
and occupying Palestine for 
30 years. But, after the close 
of the Second World War the 
Jewish settlers in Palestine 
made Britain drop its man¬ 
date like a hot brick. This 
brick was then picked up by 
the United States.

Between three and four cen¬ 
turies ago, Britain planted in 
Ireland a British Israel — a 
community of Protestant 
Scottish and English settlers. 
With the support of the gov¬ 
ernment and people of the 
United Kingdom, these Prot¬ 
estant British settlers de¬ 
spoiled and evicted the Catho¬ 
lic native Irish, and they es¬ 
tablished over the whole of Ire¬ 
land, an ascendancy that was 
maintained until after the 
First World War. 

When this ascendancy was 
liquidated in what is now the 
sovereign independent Re¬ 
public of Ireland, it was still 
maintained in Northern Ire¬ 
land, which has continued to 
be a province of the United 
Kingdom. Within the last few 
years Britain has been trying, 
in good faith, in Northern Ire¬ 
land too, to put an end to the 
Protestant settlers’ ascen¬ 
dance over the local Catholic, 
native Irish, who in this prov¬ 
ince are in a minority. 

But this North-Irish brick is 
proving more difficult for Bri- 
tian to drop than either the 
southern part of Ireland or 
Palestine. Because of British 
acts an the reigns of Elizabeth 
I and James I, and in the time 
of Oliver Cromwell’s Protec¬ 
torate, British soldiers are 
being killed by bombs and 
bullets in Northern Ireland, 
and British civilians are the 
victims of letter-bombs in Bri- 
tian and even in Washington, 
D.C., in 1973. 

According to the author of

the Book of Exodus the iniqui¬ 
ty of the fathers is visited 
upon the, children, and upon 
the children's children, unto 
the third and to the fourth 
generation. British experi¬ 
ence in Ireland has now 
shown that this is an under¬ 
statement. The truth is to be 
found in the Hindu concept of 
karma. A moral debit that 
has been incurred by iniqui¬ 
tous acts remains in the red, 
without being subject to any 
statute of limitations, unless 
and until the inheritors of this 
grim legacy succeed at last in 
liquidating it at the cost of 
their own blood and sweat 
and teare. 

The present generation in 
Britain is now trying to liqui¬ 
date its karma in Northern 
Ireland. We cannot foretell 
whether we are going to suc¬ 
ceed. In Northern Ireland in 
1973, Protestants and Catho¬ 
lics are committing acts of vi¬ 
olence against each other as 
savagely as their ancestors 
behaved four centuries ago. 
In both camps there are cold¬ 
blooded murderers. So far the 
British government has not 
been able to do more than to 
keep this violence within 
limits; it has not been able to 
bring the strife to an end. On 
both sides in Northern Ireland 
there is a militant minority 
that is unwilling to make 
peace because it is unwilling 
to abandon its struggle for 
dominance over its opponents.

For the British government 
and people, the heritage of re¬ 
sponsibility for Northern Ire¬ 
land is grievous and shame¬ 
ful, but we know tliat it would 
be still more. gjameful to 
evacuate Northern Ireland 
now, to repudiate a heritage 
with which we have been sad¬ 
dled by our ancestors’ mis¬ 
deeds.

Cadavers and Live Animals for Car Safety Tests 


Britain's car industry is 
anxious to launch a program 
of road safety .Experiments 
using human corpses and live 
animals. 

Tests on a limited scale 
have already been held In 
America and some continen¬ 
tal European countries. Brit¬ 
ish car firms are pressing the 
government to provide re¬ 
search funds for tests to be 
carried out In this country, 
pftibably in the next two or 
three yqars.

The firms are worried that 
new safety standards to be 
imposed on them are based 
on Inadequate knowledge of 
what happens in crashes. The 
dummies used at present in 
fake crashes often give re¬ 
sults which differ wildly from 


injuries sustained in real 
crashes on the roads. 

In America, gorillas and 
orangutans have been used in 
trials aimed at finding out 
what damage is caused to the 
fetus of a pregnant woman in 
a headon collision in which 
there is heavy pressure an the 
body from a seat belt. Pigs 
are also used because their 
circulatory system is like that 
of a human being; and the 
Belgian hare is chosen be¬ 
cause it has a similar neck 
structure. There have even 
£een whiplash tests in the 
United States using bears — 
crashes in which the head of 
the car’s occupant Is jerked 
back violently when the vehi¬ 
cle Is hit by another from 
behind.

that their plans will raise a 
storm of protest from animal- 
lovers and others. But as one 
car safety expert said: “The 
time to think about being 
squeamish is when you have 
been involved in an accident 
and sustained injuries which 
could otherwise have been 
prevented. Of course, it 
would be too late if you are 
killed.” The firms emphasize 
that thousands of lives could 
be saved every year. 


For more than two years 
several countries have been 
working towards a set of In¬ 
ternational design standards. 


The scheme is being carried 
out under the auspices of 
NATO, with the United States 
nominated as the country to 
give the lead. Britain is en¬ 
gaged in the project, as are 
Canada, Germany, Italy, 
France and Holland. Belgium 
dropped out and has been re¬ 
placed by Sweden. 

It is intended that all the 
countries should carry -eut 
corpse and animal experi- 
m e n t s, although it is em¬ 
phasized that the latter would 
be limited. “I don’t think any¬ 
body wants to use live ani¬ 
mals if they can avoid it,” 
Ken Teesdale, manager of Au¬ 
tomotive Research Planning 
with British Ford, said. “All 
we say Is that you have got to 
have the information. If you 
run out of human volunteers 


and cadavers, then animals 
could be used.” 

“It will be a once-and-for- 
all-time thing,” he stated. 

“Once we have the informa¬ 
tion, that will be it. Humans 
don't change much and the 
validity of all this information 
is universal.” 


Dr. Murray MacKay, senior 
research fellow at the Univer¬ 
sity of Birmingham’s depart¬ 
ment of transportation and 
environmental planning, says: 

“I don’t see that the use of 
cadavers entails any ethical 
considerations. Cadavers and 
pa ids of cadavers are used ex¬ 
tensively In research and in 
teaching hositals.”

Most major cities of the 
w-orld share the same grim 
problems of overcrowding, de¬ 
teriorating services and pollu¬ 
tion. Alexandria, the now 
dowdy object of Lawrence 
Durrell’s romantic imagina¬ 
tion, is no exception. But the 
city carries an additional 
curse — a nasty phenomenon 
called a “cave-in.”

Ratlier like localized earth¬ 
quakes, the asphalt crust of 
the city’s overburdened 
streets suddenly splits open 
and swallows whatever hap¬ 
pens to be passing overhead 
at the time. In the last five 
months there have been 11 
“cave-ins” in Alexandria, and 
now there is a fear that 
Cairo’s own thoroughfares 
may soon give way. 

Last January a young bride, 
walking gaily along hand-in- 
hand with her new husband 
down one of Alexandria’s 
main streets, disappeared into 
a hole five yards long and 
three wide which opened with¬ 
out warning at her feet. Her 
body was never recovered. 
Several cars and lorries have 
also sunk beneath the tarmac. 

One of the problems is the 
enormous volume of traffic — 
ranging from primitive don¬ 
key carts, many of them 
using old tank bogey wheels 
from the battlefields of the 
Western Desert, to huge Rus¬ 
sian lorries. Another is the 
dearth of knowledge about the 
Greek and Roman labyrinth 
under the city. 

Dr. Fouad Hipmy, Dean of 
Jhe Faculty of Engineering at 
Alexandria University, points 
to a simpler reason. The 
streets, he says, are like peo¬ 
ple, susceptible to exhaustion 
which, unless remedied, inevi¬ 
tably leads to collapse.

Trudeau to Follow Pattern 

He’ll Address Chou, then Listen, then Debate

Because of the tradition surrounding Chinese talks with 
other world leaders, there won’t be much information on 
Prime Minister Trudeau's progress in Peking this week until 
his conversations are almost completed. 

The tradition, as government sources here explained, is 
that the visiting dignitary outlines his views in total first — 
and these views cover everything from the state of the world 
to specific subjects. Then, the Chinese host replies in kind. 
And after that, the sources say, "they begin joining issues." 

Trudeau, who leaves tomorrow for Peking, wiU meet 
Premier Chou En-Lai soon after his arrival Wednesday, and 
this is being described as a "steering session" for the official 
talks beginning Thursday. Other Western leaders have taken 
four hours or more with their opening statements, and 
Trudeau is expected to take up most of Thursday with his 
presentation. Then, on Friday, Chou wiU reply with his views. 


The two men, expected to be accompanied by three or 
four officials on each side, then will begin "joining the 
issues" on Saturday, the final day of the Peking talks. Fur¬ 
ther views will be exchanged when the Chinese premier ac¬ 
companies Trudeau on a two-day visit to the provincial cities 
of Cheng Chow and Kweilin. 

Mrs. Trudeau, expecting her second child about the end 
of this year, will accompany her husband. 

Officials say the Canadian-Chinese talks will cover four 
main areas — trade and commercial matters, exchange pro¬ 
grams, consular issues and medical and scientific matters. 
Senior trade officials will be among the 20-or-so officials 
travelling with the prime minister. And an advanced party 
already is in Peking working on a trade agreement that 
might be ready for signing while Trudeau is there. 


The agreement would be general and similar to agree¬ 
ments now in effect with many other countries, and there 
would be no reference to specific products. 

★ ★ ★ 

The main Canadian thrust in the "consular" talks will be 
for the establishment of an immigration attache in China to 
work toward the reunification of families. Many Chinese Ca¬ 
nadians want to bring over relatives from China, but there is 
no Canadian office in that country where applications can be 
made. . . , 

Official's said that since Trudeau went to Moscow in 1971 
and talked with Soviet leaders, there has been a threefold 
increase in the number of Russians coming to Canada to 
rejoin families. The number has risen into "the hundreds and 
hundreds and hundreds." 

The number of Chinese who might want to come to 
Canada would be far less than the number of Russians, of¬ 
ficials say, "but we would like to have some sort of diplomat¬ 
ic access to them." 

Trudeau also will seek easier access for Canadian bu¬ 
sinessmen and journalists who might want to visit China. 

★ ★ * 

The prime minister will take a large batch of gifts with 
him on his trip. Chairman Mao Tse-tung will be presented 
with a polar bear rug, and Mrs. Trudeau will give a sealskin 
parka to his wife. Chou will receive a ceremonial mask from 
the 'Ksan Indian tribe, and there will be an Eskimo carving 
for Madame Chou. 

For the Chinese people, there will be a gift of two sur¬ 
gical instruments invented and used by Dr. Norman Bethune, 
the Canadian doctor who worked among the Chinese people 
until his death. These cased instruments will go to the 
Bethune Memorial in China. Trudeau also will give copies of 
a Bethune medal to the Chinese leaders, and present the Pek¬ 
ing zoo with four Canadian beavers. 


Newsmen Godsend to MLAs 

No One Could Stand Unedited Sessions

It’s almost reassuring to 
learn that B.C. newsmen who 
report on the workings of gov¬ 
ernment are occasionally 
shafted, however subtly, by 
the people they write about.

This was based on his as¬ 
sumption that media people 
have a political aMe to grind 
and there’s a danger the axe 
would be unscrupulously used 
to chop up TV tapes. 

He didn’t mention'"news¬ 


papers, but the implication 
was there: Reporters can’t 
help but slant the news. 

Elsewhere in his 51-page re¬ 
port on legislative proceed¬ 
ings, which was largely a dry 
and dull document, Dowding 
made this startling comment: 


"Today the substitutes for 
parliamentary debate are clo¬ 
seted interviews with report-

People would see first-hand 
what government-in-action is 
all about, and a waning inter- 
esl in the political process 
among the young would be 
sparked to new intensity, he 
says.

Egypt has signed up an 
American construction com¬ 
pany to build a crude oil pipe¬ 
line bypassing the Suez Canal. 

The contract for the Suez- 
Mediterranean (SUMED) 
pipeline, worth nearly $350 
million, went to Bechtel, a 
giant family-owned company 
based in San Francisco and 
Specalizing in oil installation 
construction. , 

Work is supposed to begin 
January 1, and oil is supposed 
to start flawing through the 
pipeline in two years — ini¬ 
tially at the rate of 80 million 
tons a year, rising to 130 mil¬ 
lion. 

Crude pumped from tankers 
on the Red Sea at Suez, at the 
southern end of the Suez 
Canal, wiH travel 200 miles 
through a 42*-inch pipe to Sidi 
Kreir, near Alexandria, on the 
Mediterranean.

The Egyptian decision io 
act on the pipeline climaxes 
one of the longest commercial 
suspense stories in the Middle 
East. 

Egyptian President Sadat’s 
drawing closer to the more 
conservative King FeisaJ of 
Saudi Arabia seems to have 
produced, in addition to a 
warning the Saudi oil produc¬ 
tion will be frozen unless the 
United States is less pro- 
Israel, financing for the new 
pipeline — a major new eco¬ 
nomic asset for Egypt.

Conservative partners like 
Feisal undoubtedly feel they 
have scored political mileage 
in binding Egypt closer to the 
fortunes of oil and to their 
camp within the Arab world. 

It is also of significance 
that the Egyptians have 
awarded the contract to an 
American company. Bechtel 
is already a major contractor 
in the expansion program in 
Saudi Arabia of the Arabian 
American O i 1 Company 
(ARAMCO), which has a vir¬ 
tual monopoly in producing oil 
in that country.

Bechtel's getting the con¬ 
tract ties the U.S. even more 
closely into Egypt’s own oil 
industry. Already virtually all 
Egypt’s petroleum business — 
including both Red Sea pro¬ 
duction and western desert 
production and prospecting —

A pipeline linking the Red 
Sea with the Mediterranean 
as a shortcut from Persian 
Gulf Wells to European mar¬ 
kets, made sense even before 
the Six-day War of 1967 closed 
the Suez Canal, which is too 
small for supertankers. 

With the canal closed and 
tanker rates at an all-time 
high, the Egyptians have ob¬ 
tained commitments from 
Western major oil companies 
to send more than 80 million 
tons of crude a year through 
the SUM ED for 10 years. The 
Egyptian paper Al-Akhbar 
says the pipe will bring in 
$150 million a year in transit 
fees. 

Despite Its economic attrac¬ 
tions, SUMED was not easy 
for Egypt to put on its front 
burner. Until the Middle East 
ceasefire in 1970, a pipeline 
risked destruction — like 
Egypt’s Suez Refineries, 


bombed into rubble by the 
Israeli air force, which then 
interdicted repairs during the 
war of attrition. 

A European consortium, 
under French leadership, put 
foiward the first serious pro¬ 
posal in 1971. Negotiations 
stalled, apparently over the 
financiers' demands for quick 
repayment from transit fees.

Sadat announced last month 
Egypt had turned to Arab 
capital. Business here be¬ 
lieves the pipeline was a 
prominent topic in discussions 
during Sadat’s secret trip to 
Saudi Arabia and Qatar re¬ 
cently, and Kuwait has con¬ 
firmed it, too, will provide 
capital. 

In Cairo, it is hoped Ameri¬ 
can involvement will make 
Israel hesitate before making 
the pipeline a target of at¬ 
tack.

“ The green plantations of the Hawaiian 
island of Kauai were wiped from sight by 
gusts of red-gold sand whipped up by a U.S. 
Marine helicopter which had just landed us 
on a country road near Barking Sands. 

The long expanse of beach was deserted 
except for a Japanese fisherman surf-casting 
into the four-foot breakers that rolled in from 
the blue Pacific. 

A U.S. serviceman tried to tell the fish¬ 
erman that a simulated invasion was about 
to take place but communication seemed to 
be non-existent and the man cast his line into 
the sea again as the press party made its 
way along the beach. 

Offshore the tank-landing ship USS Mon- 
ticello cruised ready to launch in amphibious 
tractors its assault force of about 500 U.S. 
Marines. 

Hidden by mist another tank-landing ship, 
USS Racine, was ready with its fleet of six 
Sea Stallion helicopters each capable of car¬ 
rying 35 combat-equipped troops. 

On a neai^y hill a team of observers 
watched as the attackers came ashore to try 
to recapture a radio station that had fallen 
into “enemy” hands. 

The invasion was the climax of the exer¬ 
cise Rimpac 73 in which Canadian ser¬ 
vicemen, most of them from Esquimau, par¬ 
ticipated with their opposite numbers in the 
U.S.. Australia and New Zealand, during two 
weeks last month. 

In all there were 23 ships, 200 aircraft and 
14,000 men from the four countries. Canadi¬ 
ans numbered about 700. ^ 

Esquimalt-based ships taking part were 
the destroyer-escorts HMCS Kootenay and 
Terra Nova, the supply ship HMCS Provider 
and the submarine 11MCS Rainbow. Patrol 
Squadron 437 flew from Comox for the exer¬ 
cise. 


The exercise, which derived its name 
from Rim of the Pacific, was the first major 
naval exercise in the Pacific since the Viet¬ 
nam cease-fire. 

Its aim was the testing of all phases of 
allied naval operations including anti-sub¬ 
marine and anti-air defence. 

Two aircraft carriers took part, the Aus¬ 
tralian HMAS Melbourne, and the Ameri¬ 
cans’ USS Kitty Hawk, one of the largest 
ships in the world. 

With a crew of more than 5,000 men the 
Kitty Hawk is a floating city. It has 17 decks 
and its flight deck, with an area of 4.1 acres, 
is wider than the passenger ships SS United 
States and SS America put together. 

At the start of the Rimpac exercise, jeta 
from Kitty Hawk scrambled Into the sky In 
an unending, ear-shattering roar. 

Rear Admiral Donald Davis, USN, sailing 
aboard Kitty Hawk as his flagship for the ex¬ 
ercise, told newsmen that one of the most Im¬ 
portant aspects of the manoeuvres was the 
opportunity for four allied countries to work 
together in the common aim of defence. 

At Barking Sands, Vice Admiral William 
Rapp, who was in overall charge of the exer¬ 
cise, told this reporter that he had the 
“highest accolades” for Canadians participa¬ 
ting. 

"But we expect good performance from 
the Canadians," he said. “We know them 
very well and that is what we have come to 
expect.” 

During Rimpac the ships and men from 
Esquimalt were going about their duties as 
usual, in addition to extra duties Imposed by 
the exercise. 

It all took place under a beautiful tropic 
sky with balmy breezes blowing, a brilliant 
sun in the sky and the always blue Pacific 
rushing by. But, as always with servicemen, 
n > matter how beautiful the setting, it doesn’t 
look as good as home. • r

Soffen of NASA's Langley Re¬ 
search Centre, llampton, Va., 
said in a telephone interview, 
"I don’t believe the Russians 
plan on sufficient operational 
time for their iiarachute 
landers to carry out biological 


other hand, has had an active 
program for a decade and has 
been funding the development 
of biological test instruments 
since 1968 when the Viking 
program started. 


“If the Russians had started 
development work about when 
we did, they probably could 
be flying effective biology in¬ 
struments today,” Soffen 
said. "But there has been 
nothing to imply this.” 


The two Viking landers will 
scoop up Martian soil with sur¬ 
face samplers and deliver it 
to biology instruments tor 
tests of growth, metabolism 
and photosynthesis. 


"(^rsoteristicolly,” he ex¬ 
plained, “such tests would re¬ 
quire at least one week and 
more likely two — Viking 
plans 15 days tor each of four 
sequences — but nothing in 
Soviet reports or literature 
suggests prolonged operation 
on the Martian surface.”

The first of two Viking 
spacecraft will be landed as 
early as possible in the July- 
November period off 1976, and 
the second as late as possible 
to take advantage of the Infor¬ 
mation returned by the first 
spacecraft. 


Soffen believes the Soviet 
spacecraft are designed to 
function on Mars far no more I 
than a few days at most — 
probably the same type 
lander that failed after about 
90 seconds in 1971. 


"As a biologist who has 
been working in the field far a 
long time,’; he said, "it is 
clear to me that unless they 
have same (terribly clever new 
technique no one’s ever heard 
of, they aren’t going to test 
for life farms with the probes 
now flying.”

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Spaceships ‘Commonplace as Cars’ to Americans 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) —_ 
Spaceships have become as" 
commonplace as cars to to¬ 
ri a y ’s Americans and the 
space agency is now switch¬ 


ing its efforts from explora¬ 
tion to utilization of space- 
including establishment of or¬ 
biting factories in less than 10 
years. 

That was the outlook given 
by Christopher Kraft, director 
of Nasa's Johnson Space 
Center in Houston. 

“It’s not that this nation has 
become blase in this regard.” 
he said. “It's just that space 
has become commonplace — 
like the automobile has be¬ 
come commonplace — and I 
don’t see anything wrong with 
that. / 

"Space is as much a part of 
our way of life today as the 
automobile.” 

Kraft said NASA is now 


concentrating on exploiting 
the knowledge gained in the 
first 15 years of space explo¬ 
ration. 

"We are committed to this 
objective,” he said. 

The establishment of indus¬ 
tries in space is one such use, 
since the perfect vacuum and 
zero gravity found in space 


could lead to new forms of 
manufacturing, perhaps by 
1980, he said. 

NASA or some other agency 
could provide transportation* 
into orbit, he said, and manu¬ 
facturing could be carried on 
in industrial space stations, 
orbiting workshops.

Two parks men. David 
Preston and John Mikitka. and 
Don Tarasoff, an historian of 
.historic sites on loan to the 
branch, have explored the en¬ 
tire trail, and their findings 
have already enlisted wide 
support for the project. 

The feasibility study is 
being wrapped up by Tara¬ 
soff, and he discussed it with 
vast enthusiasm in an inter¬ 
view. 

“We made a survey." he 
said, "which shows there are 
about 100,000 cyclists in the 
area involved. On top of that.

every summer ferries heading 
for the Island bring about 
12.000 more cyclists to tour 
our beauty spots. 

"Right now they have no¬ 
where to go except on streets 
and highways. There are no 
specific bike trails. 

"As a matter of fact, Cana¬ 
da as a whole lags far behind 
some other lands in providing 
cycle paths. Ottawa leads in 
-this country with 37 miles now 
ready and another 20 (also on 
an abandoned rail line) under 
construction. 

“Vancouver provides cycle 
mutes in and around Stanley 
Park. 

“Think of the recreational 
value of a trail like this 
82-mile route. And it has more 
than recreational possibilities. 

“Much of it could be used 
'by school children between 
home and school, particularly 
between Victoria and Sooke. 
Health-minded adults living 
near the trail could ride their 
bikes to work in the city. 

"For them, there would be 
ho motor-vehicle hazards, and 
their bicycles would give off 
neither noise nor air pollution. 

“Cost of creating the- bike 
trail has not yet been exam¬ 
ined closely, but it would not 
be high. We are looking at an 
asphalt surface, eight feet 
wide. The most expensive 
portions would be the existing 
railway trestles, where a 
flooring would be needed to 
fill in between railway ties to 
hold the asphall. 

"The right-of-way is 10(1 feet 
wide, so we envision some 
landscaping on both sides of 
the trail in built-up areas.” 

Tarasoff listed some of the 
beauty spots along the route. 
Some are well known, others 
more remote and seldom"vi¬ 
sited. All are either traversed^ 
by, or bordered by. or within 
100 yards or so of the project¬ 
ed trail.

"fabulous” UVic library, in which he feels he 
could lose himself "as long as there was a 
tap with beer or wine laid on." 

Like his friend and mentor. Eyra Pound, 
who died last November in Venice. Russell 
has a voracious appetite for knowledge and 
culture in the broadest sense. 


A day in the life of Peter Russell the pool 
might read:. Up at dawn with the strongest 
possible cup of coffee; from dawn 1o dusk, 
concentrated reading of the widest possible 
biaterial, from nuclear .physics 1o ancient 
Tersian poetry. 


The greed for knowledge is not "bookish,’ 


silly question, answers Russell: “If animals 
and birds or any non-human being can be 
said to misunderstand each other, then they 

have language. 

If Russell has a greal deal to say about 
language, he has perhaps earned the right to 
say it. 


Leaving private high school in England he 
spent his next seven years fighting in the 
British Army during the Second World War. 
"I saw there was a war to be fought. It just 
had to he won. I thought it was a necessary 
war." 


He describes his youth as different from 
that In the Consumer Society: “I had no fun 
in my youth ... I was in the jungle nearly a 
year without ever going out to a city or see¬ 
ing a pretty girl or having a beer.” 


After spending four years at London Uni¬ 
versity, he was offered a post in 1949 as 
professor of comparative literature at Duke 
University in North Carolina. He accepted 
the post but was later rejected by the univer¬ 
sity’s head because he had "published writ¬ 
ings by the traitor Ezra Pound.” 


Russell says that Pound, who was charged 
with treason by the United States for his 
radio broadcasts on behalf of Mussolini in the 
Second World War, was never a traitor bui 
was "deeply emotional" in the opposition to 
a war between Italy and the IT.S. 


He calls Pound a magnanimous friend and 
"one of the few serious political figures- of 
our time, even though he was wrong." 


Since the war. Russell has published wide¬ 
ly, travelled widely and studied widely. One 
of the earliest translators of Russian poets 
Boris Pasternak and Osip Mandelshtan. be¬ 
tween 1949 and 1956 he edited the English lit 
erary magazine Nine, which published such

A short friendship with Ernest Heming¬ 
way in Italy m 1948 convinced Russell that 
the celebrated author’s prime interest was 
his stomach and the clue to much of his writ¬ 
ing was the book, A Moveable Feast. 

The only redeeming feature of Heming¬ 
way’s various wives Russell can find it that 
they were “superb cooks." 

He also claims that the hysterical Hem¬ 
ingway was not the “tough guy” he made 
himself out to be. and could never have stood 
in the same ring as South African poet Roy 
Campbell a one-time professional hull- 
fighter and friend of Russell. 

Like Socrates in Plato's Phaedo. Russell 
believes philosophy—the love of wisdom 
should help one get through life. “If philoso¬ 
phy ie—not concerned with living well and 
dying well, it’s bloody bad philosophy—just a 
vermiform appendix of the sciences." 

Though hardly a puritan, Russell feels 
that many of today’s young people have the 
"wool pulled over their eyes" by the Con¬ 
sumer Society, its use of language and hard 
drugs. 

He hopes to teach his 35 students both the 
techniques of poetry ("like brick-laying or 
basket-weaving") and the "concept of the 
creative imagination."

Strike Right

B.C; public, servants, includ¬ 
ing ferry workers, expect to 
find a right-to-strike clause 
retained in an amended Pub¬ 
lic Service Labor Relations 
Act due to come before the 
Legislature this week. 

It will be the second time 
around this year for the bill, 
..introduced during thp spring 
session of the house, then held 
over until the fall session. 

The strike clause is certain 
t«> be the mast hotly-debated 
part of the bill in light of the 
ferry workers’ highly success¬ 
ful strike (from the union's 
point of view) in August. 

It is a section which the 
B.C. Government Employees 
Union insists is necessary if 
the new bargaining rights pro¬ 
posed by the hill are to have 
any clout. 

But the union is even more 
concerned about other areas 
covered by the spring bill, 
and several amendments in 
' ihese areas are expected in 
this week’s version. _ <± 

As one union official put it: 

“This' bill gives us bargain¬ 
ing rights with one hand, and 
then excludes all the bread 
and butter issues from nego¬ 
tiations we get the right to 
bargain for nothing.” 

Most imiiortant issue to the 
tirfion is the exclusion in the 


original bill of promotion poli¬ 
cy from the bargaining 
process. 

The tinion also wants to he 
able to negotiate employee 
classifications, another area 
excluded. 

And the union takes strong 
exception to the exclusion 
from bargaining of anyone 
who the chief justice of the 
B.C. Supreme Court decides is 
“essential to the operation of 
the courts.” 

In the spring bill, there is a 
long list of employee clas- 
sitications excluded from baf- 
gaining, too, but if the other 
amendments are passed and 
the classification section is 
unchanged, the union would 
be content. 

"After all." said one union 
member, "once we get the 
right to (bargain instead of 
having to beg for things, we’ll 
be able to push for alterations 
we think are needed." 

There will probably be one 
group of civil servants un¬ 
happy with the amended bill, 
however.' 

Marina branch Local 1. 
which represenis unlicensed 
ferry service employees, had 
submitted a separate brief to 
-the provincial government 
asking for its own bargaining 
unit. It belongs now to a gen¬ 
eral public service unit.

China’s Buying Spree Puzzling 


PEKING (Reuter) ~ For 
more than a year China‘e 
fore i*rn trade corporations 
have been on a major buying 
spree, particularly from the 
Weal, and the question asked 
with increasing frequency 
among businessmen and dip¬ 
lomats here is: "How are the 
Chinese going to pay for it 
aH?" 

Traditionally, China has 
been conservative in its trad¬ 
ing pn&ioies. keeping imports 
and exports neatly in balance 
year by year and preferring 
to deal In hard cash rather 
than venture into long-term 
credit arrange m ents. It is a 
point at national pride that 
China has not been in debt to 
anyone for many years and 
accepts no foreign aid. 

Partly as a result of this 
cautious approach, China's 
foreign trade, estimated at 
just above $5 billion last year, 
has always been small for a 


country of more than 700 mil¬ 
lion people—a quarter of man¬ 
kind. 

But now China is .spkn*ging 

on a broad range of imports, 
not only foodstuffs and basic 
commodities but also large 
quantities of industrial goods* 

It is clear that China is 
seeking a rapid technoligtcal 
' leap forward" to boost its 
predominantly rural-based 
economy and has decided on 
a large injection of foreign 
technology to help achieve 
this goal. 

Strategic considerations 
may well have spurred this 
decision. Recent Chinese 
statements indicated that 
Peking still lives in fear of an 
attack from the Soviet Union. 
Chinese leaders may have 
been convinced that a rapid 
expansion of the country's in¬ 
dustrial capacity is necessary 
to counter this threat despite 
the high cost. 

What is not clear is whether 
the huge rise in imports 


means the Chinese have de¬ 
cided to run up a trade defi¬ 
cit.

day,-Oct. 1, shows many im¬ 
portant changes In the way 
companies will be doing busi¬ 
ness in this province. 

A competent lawyer or ac¬ 
countant, or both, should be 
consulted quickly if you have 
or are about to form an incor¬ 
porated company. Those pro¬ 
fessional groups are well up 
on this one, having had in¬ 
dications of it for almost two 
years now. 

However, until 'such time, 
what follows are a few of the 
things that are now part of 


the new act which haven’t 
been too well spelled out to 
the general public in previous 
reports. 

• Section 38 of the new act 
requires that every company 
maintain both a registered of¬ 
fice and a records office with¬ 
in the province, which offices 
may BUT NEED NOT BE, 
located in the same place. 

For example, your little 
mining company may have its 
registered office in Victoria 
but the records could be kept 
in Nakusp. 

The practice in the past has 
been in most cases that the 
office of the company’s solici¬ 
tors has been the registered 
office and it is expected that 
in most instances this will 
continue to be the case. The 
solicitor will likely also be the 
records office in future — but 
with a difference. 

Under the new act, the 
records office is now required 
to keep 10 additional registers 
or types of documents, along 
with the 13 it was required to 
keep previously. Previously 
the public could see only 
some of them at the provin¬ 
cial registrar of companies. 

Furthermore, these docu¬ 
ments must be made avail¬ 
able for at least two consecu¬ 
tive business hours per day. 
They can be examined for a 
maximum charge of 50 cents 
per document or register. 

The records office must l>e 
able to provide simple, reli¬ 
able and prompt access to the 
company’s records and pro¬ 


vide copies o t documents and 
records at a maximum price 
of 50 cents per page. 

Who is entitled to examine 
these documents? Well, some 
can see more than others, 
with directors taking prece¬ 
dence. 

Shareholders or member* 
or debenture holders of course 
can also be given access to 
more documents than can 
anybody walking in off the, 
street. The restrictions are 
spelled out in detail under 
Section 187 of the act. The 
preceding section, 186 details 
what must be kept in~ the 
records office. 

All companies must also 
supply to any person on re¬ 
quest and for a “reasonable” 
fee a list of members with 
their addresses and share 
holdings and of debenture 
holders and their addresses to 
be used for “corporate pur¬ 
poses” only as defined in the 
act. 

Every shareholder is en-* 
titled to receive a copy of the 
memorandum and articles of 
the company on request and 
without charge.

Francois Overt, handsome 
Frenchman and world cham¬ 
pion Jackie Stewart’s driving 
mate, was killed Saturday 
during a practice run for the 
United States Grand Prix at 
Watkins Glen, New York. 

Cevert, 29, of Neirilly, 
France, died when his Elf- 
Tyrrell Ford smashed into a 
metal retaining barrier near 
Turn Four of the 3.377-mile 
Watkins Glen Grand Prix 
course. 

Track workers said the 
racer bolted off the asphalt 
and rammed the steel barrier 
head-on. The car was demo¬ 
lished. 

“It appeared that some¬ 
thing broke on the car.” one 
worker said. "He appeared to 
be dead when they lifted him 
from the cockpit. They cover¬ 
ed him up immediately.” 

Stewart, who already has 
clinched his third world driv¬ 
ing title, was on the course at 
the time and was among 


drivers who had to stop their 
machines before entering the 
wreck scene. 

Stewart, 34, of Scotland thus 
lost another close associate to 
tragic racing accidents. He 
frequently mentions the 
others—Jim Clark, Piers 
Courage, Jochen Rindt, Jo Sif- 
fert, Bruce McLaren, and Jo¬ 
chen Bonnier—in talking about 
possible retirement after Sun¬ 
day’s race. 

Cevert, who began racing in 
1967, won the U.S. Grand Prix 
in 1971 and was runner-up to 
Stewart an last year’s race. 
He ranked third in the current 
world-driver standings behind 
Stewart and Emerson Fitti¬ 
paldi of Brazil, the 1972 cham- 
pi«>n. 

A bachelor, with flashing 
eyes and teeth, Cevert was a 
favorite among the interna¬ 
tional drivers who make up 
the world Grand Prix event. 

He also was an endurance 
driver of note, helping the 
French Majtra team win the 


world manufacturer’s title 
this year. He qualified a 
Matra on the pole in the six- 
hours of endurance at the 
Glen in July. 

It was the first fatality at 
Watkins Glen since the racing 
circuit was redesigned three 
years ago to provide more 
safety for the drivers. Nearly 
J2 million was spent on safety 
features.

Palance would seem almost 
typecast for the role in Dracu¬ 
la, because his frightening 
scowl and battered visage 
have been familiar to movie 
goers for the past 20 years, 
usually as the bad guy. "I 
haven’t always played vil¬ 
lains,” Palance said recently, 
discussing the stereotype 
which he’s eager to get away 
from, “but villains usually 
have the meatiest roles ami 
provide the actor with more 
dimension than playing the 
good guy.” 


Palance, about whom a 
writer once said, "He’s got a 
face that looks like it was the 
insulation strip on a revolving 
door,” said he takes his vil¬ 
lain^ very seriously.

being kept prisoner by huge 
rats which are taking over 
their basements. Mothers re¬ 
port that rats, some of them a 
foot long, have been scurrying 
among children in the local 
playgrounds. 

Says Katie Brinkman: "The 
rats just trot around with 
their babies and are not 
frightened of anything. It 
makes me feel awful just to 
see them. Many of the people 
In the block are terrified to go 
outside by themselves and the 
kids bunch together as they 
play because of their fear of 
the rats.” 

Neil McLeod, a local dental 
surgeon, says: "There is a 
serious medical threat here. 
If one of the rats bites a child 


or one of the children enters 
his flat after treading where 
the rats have been, there is a 
big risk of typhoid." 

"Right then," said Jack The 
Nose when called by the Lon¬ 
don health office. "You should 
have called us long ago.”

to understand at times throw¬ 
ing a language at you that is 
a mixture of English, French 
and Polynesian. There fs a 
definite Continental air about 
the town. 

Tiny French, German and 
Italian oars, along with the 
usual Toyotas and Fords and 
"le truck” vie for not too 
much space with an odd col¬ 
lection of street dogs, motor 
scooters and bicycles. 

Expensive Place 

There is something for 
every taste but at even the 
chca|>ost level Tahiti is an ex¬ 
pensive place to holiday. The 
devaluation of the U.S. dollar 
(and with it of the Canadian) 
has added more than 25 per 
cent to most goods and ser¬ 
vices since last winter. 


There is no income tax so 
the main source of revenue is 
import duties and other entry 
fees. The only local industry, 
besides copra, is making beer 
and even the hops are import¬ 
ed from Europe. 

Hotel rooms can vary from 
$20 to $50 per day for singles 
in Papeete on the neighbor¬ 
ing islands such as Moorea 
and Bora Flora indications are 
that one w'ouM get better 
value. 

In that respect, it’s much 
the same situation as Hawaii 
as better bargains and sce¬ 
nery can be found away from 
the main centres. 

Many Bars 

There are mhny bars, night- • 
dubs and even sidewalk cafes 
in Papeete. The tourist next 


to you could be from Japan. 
Chile or Australia, but the 
odds are 2 to 1 and Retting 
longer that he is American. 

Dollar Pressure 

During 1972 just more than 
100,000 travellers reached Ta¬ 
hiti, or almost one for every 
local resident. Figures show 
that 69.000 of them flew in, 
the remainder by steamer or 
private yacht. 

Of that group, according to 
Gerard Glljoteaux, director of 
promotion and publicity for 
the Tahiti Tourist Develop¬ 
ment Board. 64 per cent were 
from the U.S. and 6 per cent 
from Canada. Another 20 per 
cent came from Europe. 

But the dollar pressure, Gil- 
loteaux admits, is having an 
eroding effect. However, he 


sees compensating factors ap¬ 
pearing with charters from 
France coming and increased 
numbers from Japan. 

Last yeor, Gilloteaux said, 
the number of Japanese 
tourists rose by 1.2 per cent. 
In the last reported period, 
April to Junf, that percentage 
increased to 4. — 

The first six months of 1973 
has seen an over-all increase 
of 24 per cent. 

Land Limited 

There are 1,300 tourist hotel 
rooms available and another 
200 will be ready by next 
April with the addition of a 
Travelodge. 

“But we will not become a 
Miami Beach or another Wai¬ 
kiki,” said Gilloteaux. There 
are severe restrictions as to 



hotel design and location and 
land is limited. 

^Tahiti and its neighboring 
islands are an overseas terri¬ 
tory of the French republic. 
As such it gets more than half 
• its revenue in direct and indi¬ 
rect grants. The remainder 
comes from import duties. 

Nuclear Base 

The scientific ami military 
community contributes might¬ 
ily to the economy. The nu¬ 
clear testing base head¬ 
quarters Is in Papeete and 
there is a constant shuttle of 
6hips and planes to Hao and 
Mururoa, about 800 miles to 
the east and site of the blasts 
that have caused so much 
controversy in the past few 
months. 

Gilloteaux also said that 
about one-third of the entire 
population is now attending 
schools and half of the 120,000 
on all the islands is 18 years 
of age or under. 

Study Abroad 

He added that about 200 Ta¬ 
hitians are in France on 
scholarships learning how to 
he teachers and doctors and 
others are attending U.S. 
business schools. 

The director was asked 
whether Tahiti’s future was 
wrapped up in tourism and 
what the French government 
could provide? 

We were assured that such 
is not the case.

Surfer-Snapping Shark 
Stranger in Paradise

BONDI BEACH, Australia 
— When a 12-foot shark tore 
off the foot of a teenage 
surfer in Queensland recently, 
most Australian newspapers 
reported the attack in page, 
one stories. 

The reason: shark attacks, 
once the dread of Australia's 
estimated 3 million surfers, 
are rare since the government 
started protecting its beaches 
with antishark nets. 

Prior to 1937, when meshing 
operations began in New 
South Wales, fatal shark at¬ 
tacks on surfers and swim-

mers occurred about once 
every three years. Australian 
waters hold about 100 species 
of shark, some travelling in 
packs of 300. But since 1937, 
there hasn’t been a single 
fatal attack in one of the 
state’s protected beaches. 

’’It has never been claimed 
the meshing provides com¬ 
plete protection from shark 
attacks.” a fisheries depart¬ 
ment official said. "But there 
is little doubt that it has been 
responsible for production of 
a near-zero fatality rate.” 

The statement offers a 
large measure of assurance ♦** 
surfers who are returning to 
Bondi and 33 other Sydney 
beaches to start the Dow .- 
under summer surfing season. 

Last year 13 sharks were 
meshed off Sydney beaches, 
then taken beyond the three- 
mile limit and destroyed. The 
figure compares with 33 in 
1971 and 49 in 1970, but of¬ 
ficials are reluctant to as¬ 
sociate thip with a change in 
the shark population. 

One shark expert, Frank 
Jenkins, who is manager of 
Martly Marineland. says in- 




creasing pollution along the 
beaches has driven the fish 
away from many popular 
surfing areas. 

“The level of water pollu¬ 
tion around Sydney has never 
been greater,” Jenkins said, 
“and the southern beaches 
have a sewage pollution level 
that is almost unbelievable.” 

Increased fishing also has 
reduced the shark population 

Australian fishermen caught 
a record 16 million pounds 
of shark two years ago — but 
unmeshed areas like Sydney 
harbor-still teem with the 
killers. 

"You wouldn’t catch me 
putting my big loe in the har¬ 
bor.” said Joan Vaughn of the 
Surf Lifesavers Association. 
Most people agree, some mu¬ 
nicipalities and a few weal¬ 
thy homeowners have built 
pool-sized enclosures in the 
harbor protected by steel 
sharkproof bars. 

Kevin Deaon, a Sydney pro¬ 
fessional scuba diver who was 
mauled by a shark four years 
ago, lists what he says are 
several generally accepted 
points about sharks: 

— 1 They are more likely to 
attack someone near the sur¬ 
face and dn warm water. 
There have been no shark at¬ 
tacks recorded in Sydney in 
water colder than 66 degrees.

Earlobes Health Clue 


OOVTNA. Calif. (UPI) A 
deep crease In one or both 
earlobes may he a warning of 
Incipient heart disease ai a 
relatively young age, accord¬ 
ing to medical school 
professor. 

Dr. Sanders Frank, of the 
University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia school of medicine, 
said he observed all his pa¬ 
tients under 60 years old over 
an eight-month period to see 
whether they had the earlobe 
creases. 

Of the 20 that had creased 


earlobes, 19 also had one or 
more of the “high risk indica¬ 
tors” for heart disease a 
high fat level*, high blood 
pressure, a family history of 
heart disease or a cigarette 
habit. 

Frank said he first noticed 
the ear lobe creases when he 
was in the military. 

“In the Air Force the popu¬ 
lation is young and those with 
heart attacks are young,” he 
said. “It seemed to me lhat 
about 80 per cent of the heart 
attacks had the ear sign.”

Feeling Better? 
Try School work

When teacher Arlene Vick¬ 
ery first walks into the room 
of a young patient at Royal 
Jubilee hospital and an¬ 
nounces “guess what, I’m the 
teacher! the reaction often 
falls short of unbounded en¬ 
thusiasm. 

Many kids think a stay in 
the hospital is quite enough, 
thank you, without classes 
and homework 
misery. 

But after she explains to the 
patient that although he has 
stopped attending school, the 
school is still functioning with¬ 
out him and that unless he 
keeps up with his work he’ll 
have quite a few hours of 
catching-up to do, he usually 
warms to the idea. 

Mrs. Vickery, who 1? re¬ 
sponsible for seeing that all 
the hospital’s patients of 
school age keep up with their 
schoolwork, has her own little 
schoolroom in the children’s 
ward where the children who 
are well enough go for les¬ 
sons. 

It looks like any other 
schoolroom, with children's 
drawings and books much in 
evidence, except that it’s 
about one-third the size of a 
normal classroom with only a 
few desks. 

Those who ere too sick or 
too far away from the 
classroom in the children's 
ward get bedside schooling. 

The number of students 
changes daily, Mrs. Vickery 
says, with patients being ad¬ 
mitted end discharged contin¬ 
uously. 

Last month, the number of 
students she taught fluctuated 
between eight and 12 daily. 

The greatest number she has 
ever had to teach in one day 
is 19. 

The day this reporter visit¬ 
ed the hospital, she had seven 
students to take care of, 

The older children get their 


The amount of work the pa¬ 
tients do in a day depends on 
how well they are, Mrs. Vick¬ 
ery said. 

"When the teaching pro¬ 
gram was first started, this 
wasn’t an acute care hospital 
but it is now. The kids who 
are here are sick; they’re not 
just convalescing. 

“If I notice that a patient is

lessons first because they're 
usually ready soonest in the 
morning. 

The younger kids get their

getting tired midway through 
a lesson, I stop right there.” 

Although children in the in¬ 
tensive care unit are too ill to 
work, Mrs. Vickery goes in 
and reads to them to get them 
used to her and 
keeping up with 
once they’re out 
care. 

Teaching In a hospital ward 
has its advantages, Mrs. Vick¬ 
ery says. 

"In a school classroom, you 
have to teach to the mass. In 
the hospital, the system is 
strictly tutorial — a one-to- 
one basis. You go as far as 
you can with a child in one 
lesson and he’ll know it, as 
thoroughly as Jib possibly 
can. It’s an Ideal teaching sit¬ 
uation. — 

"Last year we had a child 
who was in the hospital for 
three months. She went back 
to school and was ahead of 
her class. It had nothing to do 
with the ability of the teacher. 
It’s just that kids learn so 
much faster on a one-to-one 
basis.” 

With children In primary 
grades, she said, the aim is 
not to teach so much as to 
keep them up on what they’ve 
already learned. 

With those in the intermedi¬ 
ate grades, she has to actual¬ 
ly teach or they’ll quickly get 
behind the rest of their class. 

Every child thrives on pos- 
i t i v e reinforcement, Mrs. 
Vickery says, but this is par- 
ticulary important in the hos¬ 
pital. 

For some reason, she says, 
youngsters in hospital take 
criticism far more seriously 
than they would in a class¬ 
room. 

"Their world shatters if you 
tell them they’ve done some¬ 
thing wrong."

Maybe Humans , Like Minnows, 
Can Adapt to Space by Birth 


HOUSTON (UPI) -- Tiny 
minnows hatched aboard the 
Skylab space station were ad¬ 
justed to weightlessness when 
(bom, suggesting that humans 
bom in space might skfc the 
slow adaptation process re¬ 
quired for men from earth. 

Minnows born on earth and 
carried into orbit in July by 
the Skylab 2 astronauts ad¬ 
justed slowly to the sudden 
disappearance of gravity. 
This was expected. But Dr. 
Richard Simmonds, a ve¬ 
terinarian at the Johnson 
space centre, said he was sur¬ 
prised at the reaction of min¬ 
nows hatched in weight¬ 
lessness. 

"The older ones did exactly 
what we expected them to 
do,’’ said Simmonds. ‘They 


were very disoriented at first, 
but slowly adapted to weight¬ 
lessness by visual clues and 
began swimming with their 
bellies toward the wall as if 
that was down. 

"I didn’t really know what 
the little minnows would do 
after hatching, but I was a lit¬ 
tle surprised that they seemed 
well adapted when bom.” 

The aquarium of two Mum- 
michog minnows and 50 eggs 
was only a demonstration and 
not a full-fledged experiment, 
Simmonds said, so the results 
are not as valid as they could 
be. However, the fact that the 
minnows hatched in space 
were already adapted may be 
a clue to what a human 
child’s reaction may be in the 
far future of spaceflight when 


families travel to distant plan¬ 
ets aboard giant stations. 

The vestibular, or balanc¬ 
ing, apparatus of the Mum- 
michog is very similar to the 
human inner ear, Simmonds 
said, so the adaptive process 
to weightlessness may be 
much the same. 

Simmonds said it might be 
possible that a child bom in 
space will have already 
adapted to weightlessness as 
an embryo. But, he said, a 
newborn’s vestibular appara¬ 
tus is not fully developed at 
birth so the adaptation may 
be the same when a very 
young child is taken into 
space. 

Dr. W. Royce Hawkins, 
chief physician for the astro¬ 
nauts, said the results of the 


fish demonstration Indicated 
that an embryo does adapt 
well and future space mis¬ 
sions may prove the same for 
humans. 

"I think it is entirely possi¬ 
ble that a human child would 
already be adapted before 
birth,” Hawkins said. “If that 
doesn’t prove to be the case, T 
would bet that the child would 
adapt much faster after birth 
if bom in space than the adult 
would after leaving earth.” 

Boyd said future fish exper¬ 
iments during the space shut¬ 
tle program late this decade 
would include fertilization of 
the egg In flight. The experi¬ 
ment was proposed for the 
joint American-Soviet flight in 
1975, but was turned down.

Heart Risk Sign on Ear?

1.08 ANGELES — A deep crease In the ear lobe may 
mean a person ia marked for premature heart disease, a 
Covina, Calif., physician has suggested. 

Dr. Sanders T. Frank said he observe! all patients under 
80 years of age who entered his office over an eight-month 
period to see whether they had the “ear lohe sign.” 

Twenty of them did, he wrote in the New England Jour¬ 
nal of Medicine, and all hut one had one or more risk factors 
for coronary heart disease — a high fat level, cigarette smok¬ 


ing, high blood pressure or a family history of cardiovascular 
disease. 

Frank, who Is assistant clinical professor of medicine at 
the University of Southern California school of medicine, said 
he has no Idea why there appears to bo an association be¬ 
tween a prominent crease in the ear lobe — usually both ear 
lobes — and heart disease. 

In an interview, the physician said ho first became aware 
of the ear lobe sign while a physician in the air force. 

“In the air force, the population is young and those with 
heart attacks are young. It seemed to me that about 80 per 
cent with heart attacks had the ear sign.”

the time the secret police 
moved to seize the books in 
June, only about 100 copies of 
the first printing of 3,000 re¬ 
mained unsold. 

The co-authors were inter¬ 
rogated and charged with of¬ 
fences against public morali¬ 
ty, along with the publisher. 
They face jail terms of up to 
two years if convicted. 

The three — Maria Isabel 
Berreno, 34, Maria Velho da 
Costa, 35, and Maria Teresa 
Horta, 35 — are all es¬ 
tablished writers. Between 
them they had written four 
novels, nine volumes of poetry 
and one of short stories, be¬ 
fore their latest controversial 
work. 

The title of their book is 
taken from a 17th century 
classic, Letter of a Por¬ 
tuguese Nun, written by 
Mariana Alcoforado to her 
French lover. 

Maria Teresa Norta, a well- 
known poet who had one of 
her volumes seized about two 
years ago, edits the literary 
supplement of a Lisbon after¬ 
noon newspaper on which her 
husband, who is president of 
the journalists union, also 
works. 

The other two Marias — 
both separated from their 
husbands — work ih the re¬ 
search department of Por¬ 
tugal economics ministi*y. 
All three Have young children. 

They decided to write their 
anthology as a protest against 
the situation of women in Por¬ 
tugal and as a cry for female 
liberation. 

Anticipating trouble from 
the stringent censorship on all 
written works in Portugal, 
they decided not to sing any 
of the letters and articles and 
refused to disclose to the po¬ 
lice which of the pieces each 
had written. 

The three admit that some 
of the work is erotic — it is 
meant to be, they say — but 
deny any pornographic con¬ 


tent, which is what they are 
being chained with. 

Maria Horta said the 
plight of women in Portugal 
was basically the same as that 
for women throughout the 
world, but aggravated by the 
political and religious systems 
here. 

Maria Horta claimed the 
Roman Catholic religion was 
biased In favor of men, and 
that women here suffered 
what she called "sexual and 
family repression”. But she 
said the Portuguese woman 
was no worse off than her 
sisters in Spain or Italy, in 
fact better off than in Italy 
where there was not even di¬ 
vorce for civil marriages. 


Yesterday was one of those 
days when I took a nap at 10 
p.m. because no one should go 
to bed tired.

Why I can remember when I 
used to get up Christmas 
mornings at 5 am. and my 
mattress wasn’t even on fire. 
And I ate cereal without bran 
and answered the phone on 
the first ring. 

"There was a time when 


your mother had pptfence. 
Honest. I know that now I cry 
when I get a shopping cart 
with a broken wheel, but it 
used to not matter so much. 

"It’s hard for you to be¬ 
lieve, isn’t it, that at one time 
I fit into a Volkswagen bucket 
seat and I didn’t have chenile 
marks on my face all day and 
I didn’t store my iron tablets 
in my TEA canister. 

"You know me as a mother 
who won’t roll the car window 
down unless she has a head 
scarf, or undress in front of 
the dog, but I used to be im¬ 
petuous and impractical. 
What would you say if I told 
you I washed my hair at mid¬ 
night or went to the last 
movie on a weekday night? 

"I wish you had known me 
between naps. But now you 
are seeing me when ambition 
is tempered with practicality 
... dreams are being Quietly 
compromised ... love is com¬ 
fortable ., .I and I cannot re¬ 
main on mj r feet while my 
food is digesting.” 

"Hey, Morn,” said my son 
shaking me fully awake. 
"How come you take a nap 
Just before you go to bed? 
Because you are old?” 

I sat up sleepily. "In case I 
meet Robert Redford In my 
dreams, I want to be fresh.”

I read that 
column to my class and made 
no comment. I merely asked 
them to write their opinions of 
the incident in essay form. 
The results were fascinating. 
It proved they were really 
thinking. I would like to share 
their essays with you. Here 
they are — all 27 of them! —

Dear Mrs. B.: How I wish I 
could print each „ and every 
letter in full, but space limita¬ 
tions make it impossible.

Dear Boy’s Mother: Your 
son will not get psychic dam¬ 
age from one lecture. You 
are an overly cautious mother 
and a worry wart. — Harry 
R. 

The mother should not 
blame the store manager be¬ 
cause her son got nervous and 
shive&d and shook and cried. 
The boy was at fault. He had 
no business stealing the pen 
in the first place. — Julie M. 

TTje mother of the boy who 
stole should be glad somebody 
bawled him out. She should 
have done more than that 
when she got him home, like 
taking away his privileges and 
his bike, and no TV for four 
weeks. — Earl W. 

A mother who is too soft on 
n child who steals little things 
can be paving the way for 
him to become a big robber 
later on and he might spend 
the rest of his life in prison.

“We’ve had repeaters who 
were headed for a nervous 
breakdown and needed a sec 
ond rest in order to cope with 
the strain of raising their chil¬ 
dren alone,” Miss Nagel said. 

According to one source 
Miss Nagel heard there were 
1.000 single-parent mothers on 
the welfare rolls. “If that’s 
true we still have more than 
900 women to reach." 

“We want to stress to 
mothers that we are not pro¬ 
fessionals — just people help¬ 
ing others,” she says. 

Throughout the summer the 
young women and the man 
packed a picnic lunch and 
headed with their young 
charges for the 'beach. Now 
weekly activities for the kids 
are scheduled at the pool, or

Youthful Smith Revives Age-Old Art 


WYMER, W. Va. (AP) — 
The mountain valley echoes 
daily with the rhythmic ring¬ 
ing of a hammer striking an 
anvil as college graduate Mi¬ 
chael Snyder practises an 
age-old trade that has become 
his life work. 

The stocky, smoke- 
blackened smith, just 34 years 
old, uses only his anvil, coal- 
fired forge and a few hand 
tools to practise a craft that 
threatened to die in the moun¬ 
tains with the few remaining 
veterans. 

Most modern smiths use 


power tools and acetylene 
torches, even to reproduce old 
hand-wrought ironwork. But 
the only concessins to the age 
of power. tools in Snyder’s 
farmyard shop are a light 
bulb and a radio. 

Much of Snyder’s wrought 
iron trade has been in func¬ 
tional tourist items — trivets, 
fireplace sets, candle holders, 
dinner gongs and wall brack¬ 
ets and hooks for displaying 
other craftsmen’s wares. 

He starts with plain iron or 
mild steel stock, heating it in 
the forge until it glows red- 


hot, then cutting it roughly to 
shape on the anvil. 

Then it is-frrbpriously re¬ 
heated and rehammered,

Colonist—Monitor Service 
BOSTON, Maas. — Violence 
on American television 
screens continues at a high 
level this season — and 
should rise even higher when 
several new shows are added 
to the lineup. 

This is shown by a survey 
conducted by staff members 
of The Christian Science Mon¬ 


itor, who watched Boston af¬ 
filiates of the three major net¬ 
works from 7 to 11 p.m. from 
Monday, Sept. 10, through 
Sunday, Sept. 16. 

They also surveyed the 
three channels between 8 a.m. 
and noon on Saturday, Sept. 
15, when a great number of 
children’s cartoons are 
shown. Here they found con¬ 


siderable improvement over 
two years ago. 

"Murder, mayhem, and ab¬ 
duction were the order of 
business," commented a staff¬ 
er after one evening’s view¬ 
ing. 


Then entire week’s violence 
amounted to 100 threats with¬ 
out physical contact; 136 acts 
of physical violence short of 
murder; and 45 killings. ln all 
281 violent acts were noted. 


Television language and sit¬ 
uations also struck many of 
those surveying the fare as 
franker and more "adult" 
than ever before. 

"Show opened with a dead 


man in the street," comments 
the viewer report quoted 
above, "a sniper firing at em¬ 
battled police. Sniper tear- 
gassed in his apartment and 
shot — cn masse — by of¬ 
ficers at ck*e range.

The depth of planting tor 
tulip bulbs is not particularly 
critical — nothing like as crit¬ 
ical as for lilies, for instance. 
A pretty good rule of thumb is 
to plant to a depith at three 
times the diameter of the 
bulb, perhaps a little less in 
heavy clay soul, perhaps a lit¬ 
tle deeper in light sandy 
loam. 

If you want your bulbs to 
split up and multiply rapidly, 
plant on the shallow side — 
say, about 4 to 5 inches deep 
—but In this case the bulbs 
must be taken up every sum¬ 
mer. The "splits” will be too 
small to give blooms the sec¬ 
ond year and will have to be 
grown an to blooming size in 
a nursery bed. 

If, on the other hand, you 
want youj* original planting at 
bulbs to Uoam tar several 
years without disturbance, 
put them in deeper, 8 to 10 
inches down. They are less 
likely to split up into smaller 
bulbs cut this depth; moreover, 
you can cultivate the bed

shallowly and plant it up with 
annual bedding plants after 
the tulips are finished. 

Your idea of enriching the 
tulip soil with peat moss 
soaked in AJginure is a good 
one; this encourages the bulb 
to put out a better and mare 
efficient root system. 

BED SPROUTS (F.C., Al- 
bernl). 

Seeds of the red brusseJs 
sprouts are available from 
Centennial Gardens, Box 8146, 
Postal Station "L,” Van¬ 
couver 14, B.C., for 35 cents 
per packet. The culture is ex¬ 
actly the same as for the ordi¬ 
nary green varieties, but the

FROST AND RHUBARB 
H. McG., Victoria). 

The neighbor who told you 
to dig up your ibubaib this 
Cam and leave the roots ex¬ 
posed all winter is just a Wbtle 
confused in his facts. It is per¬ 
fectly true that this is one of 
the steps taken to produce 
out-of-season forced rhubarb, 
but roots intended for crop¬ 
ping at the normal time 
shnjldn’t be disturbed. 

For forced rhubarb, strong 
roots at least three years old 
are dug up in the late fall and 
are left outdoors tor exposure 
to winter frost. Around the 
end of January they are 
brought indoors, planted In 
boxes of sail and grown in a 
dark basement After crop¬ 
ping, such farced roots are 
usually disoarded. 


Nowadays, with fast-frozen 
rhubarb available in the su¬ 
permarkets all year round, 
not many talks are prepared 
to go to ell this bother of farc¬ 
ing a winter crop. 

HAZEL CUTTINGS (R.S., 
Sidney). 

Slips from a hazel are ex¬ 
tremely difficult to root, and I 
don’t think you would have 
any success with this method 
of propagation even with the 
use of a hormone rooting 
powder. Layering is much 
more likely to be successful. 

Select a tow-growing outside 
stem, bend it down, give its 
midddle portion a sharp twist, 
then bury the twisted middle 
]x>rtion in the soil. If neces¬ 
sary, place a rock or a brick 
on it to make sure it stays 
buried. After roots farm, the 
layered branch can be cut 
free from thef parent bush and 
planted elsewhere. 

It is sometimes possible to 
find rooted suckers springing 
UP around the base of a hazel 
bush. Dig down and detach 
these In the spring before the 
bush leafs out and replant im¬ 
mediately.

"Neither am I. It’s easy to put myself in the vice-pres¬ 
ident’s position. No one wants to jump out of the window, 
even if he’s ordered to do so by the president. At the same 
time r if he doesn’t jump, the president may have no choice 
but to push him out.” 

"How do you know Nixon asked Agnew to take a flying 
leap out of the window?” 

"Everyone knows that,” McNulty said. “Don’t forget

We older folk like to prate a lot about the "duties” and 
“responsibilities” of young people, but have we ever thought 
of the obligation that is entailed upon us by growing older? 

I don’t mean the financial and social and family obliga¬ 
tions, which we all accept and understand, but the obligation 
tp become more appealing on the inside as we become less 
attractive on the outside. 

An older person who gets all dried up and brittle and 
wrinkled and full of complaints is just a total drag. Most peo¬ 
ple allow age to do awful things to them. 

It seems to me that growing older imposes a duty upon 
us to get more like a peach on the inside as we get more like 
a prune on the outside; otherwise, what’s the point of it all? 
★ ★ ★ 

We have to get cuter and funnier and mellower and more 
tolerant and more perceptive and wiser, simply to compen¬ 
sate for the external ravages of the aging process. Instead, 
most older people allow themselves to become more rigid, 


there have been an awful lot of leaks coming out of the White 
House and the justice department. If we’re to believe Agnew, 
there are people in the administration who are out to destroy 
him politically. I’m very sympathetic with him on this score. 
A man should not be tried in the press, particularly a vice- 
president.”

"I’m glad to hear you say that, McNulty.” 

"At the same time, a man must not be allowed to escape 
punishment if he’s committed a crime, which I’m not saying 
Agnew did. Had the justice department been more vigilant 
about Watergate, the people would have known the truth 
about it at the very beginning.” 

"Who told you that?” 

"Agnew said it last Saturday in California. He said the 
reason he was being persecuted was because the justice 
department botched Watergate.” 

"Do you agree with that?” 

"Not if I believe Attorney-General Richardson’s assur¬ 
ances that there is nothing personal in the grand jury hear¬ 
ings in Baltimore County, which could or could not produce 
an indictment of Agnew-”

“I hope it doesn’t,” I said. 

"I do, too, because it would place a great strain on Pres¬ 
ident Nixon. It’s not easy to keep the country’s confidence 
when you have an indicted vice-president working for you, 
particularly one who won’t resign.” 

"I hate to say this, but you seem to be fence-straddling,” 
I said. 

"It isn’t my fault. The Republicans got us Democrats into 
this dilemma. We’ve never had to choose up sides between 
their president and vice-president before. I tell you it’s driv¬ 
ing me crazy with grief.” 

"You’re just saying that, McNulty. You seem to be enjoy¬ 
ing the whole mess.” 

McNulty got into his dar, lit up a big cigar, smiled and 
said, "Who me?” 


more disapproving, more psychically constipated, more nar¬ 
rowly opinionated, and more querulously self-centred as they 
pass from childhood to senescence without ever having ar¬ 
rived at maturity. 

Actually, young people have a natural love and affinity 
for oldsters who have maintained the spirit of youth within 
themselves; what they reject and resent are old people who 
have forgotten what it was to be young, who have discarded 
their earlier stages of life instead of incorporating them into 
the total personality. 

Our desperate quest for youth must be turned Inside out; 
an older person who tries to look and act and dress like a 
junior is simply an object of fun or pity. "Youth” is an ema¬ 
nation from the inside, not a cosmetic application, and it is 
the inner spirit of the person that youngsters respond to. 


Old people who feel alienated from the young tend to 
blame the "changing times,” when in reality it is their own 
inability or unwillingness to deepen their perceptions and 
broaden their sympathies. Most of us get worse as we get 
older, when we should get better — we settle into our individ¬ 
ual deformations, instead of emerging from the hard shell of 
self to meet the new world at least halfway. 

There is no more delightful person in the world than an 
octogenarian who Is both childlike and wise, spirited and sup¬ 
portive, more willing to learn than he is quick to advise. 
Socrates began taking dancing lessons at 70; most of us just 
take dying lessons.

strength. For some reason 
East (Benito Bianchi) decid¬ 
ed not to compete with a 
spade raise, and Goldman 
and Lawrence bid just about 
what they thought the hand 
was worth on the bidding 
(there weren’t too many 
high cards either!). 

In the replay The Aces 
were much more aggressive 
and obstructive. North’s 
double of one spade was a 
negative double showing 
some high-card values but 
reluctance or inability to bid 
a suit. Ace Bobby Wolff 
jumped to threee spades to 
crowd the (bidding, and he 
had good reason. The hand 
might well belong to his side 
and, if not, a profitable sac¬ 
rifice might be available. 
Added to that, it did seem| 
that crowding the bidding j 
would make life a bit more; 
difficult for the enemy. 

Well, the best of intentions 
sometimes backfire, and 
this hand is a good example. 
South bid four clubs over 
Wolff’s pre-emptive effort 
and, when North raised to 
game, South gambled on a 
slam. 

The hand fit well, the club 
honors dropped nicely and 
declarer brought in an over¬ 
trick (a diamond was dis 
carded on a high spade). 

It’s a good thing we didn't 
pre-empt higher — South 
might have decided to bid a 
grand slam rattier than 
stopping at six!

It has a four-burner range 
with oven, a holding tank with 
sewer hookup and may be 
hooked up to use city water 
and electricity. 


A separate bathroom with 
shower and washing facilities, 
plus a big clothes closet is 
where the extra length comes 
in. 

Heavy Duty 

An eight-cylinder heavy 
duty motor, automatic trans- 
mission, power steering, 
brakes, heavy duty suspen¬ 
sion complete the trimmings. 
A Mur-cylinder 62-horsepower 
engine had glowed us down on 
all the hills. But then we ‘ 
never like to travel in a 
hurry, so that didn’t bother u* 
much. Its four-speed gears 
would climb anything and 
take us over any i*oad. 

Now the Merrimans — in 
Iheir fifties have gone for 
lu.xilry and an extended out¬ 
door fun life. But at the mo¬ 
ment all these gadgets seem 
too complicated. 

When we took grand¬ 
daughter Jennifer, with her 
parents, Lucille and Clayton, 
to Beacon Hill Park for the 
first lunch in the new motor 
home, we were upset to find 
that nothing worked, except 
the propane appliances.

Treaty Ammunition 
Worries Official 


WRIGLEY. N.W.T. (CP) — 
A totaJ of 6,000 round* of am¬ 
munition is reported to be 
heading towards this small In¬ 
dian community — centre of a 
dispute over construction of a 
highway — and officials of the 
territorial government say 
they are worried. 

The people of Wrigley have 
said they want to stop the 
Mackenzie Highway to the 
Arctic because the fear iit will 
disrupt their lives. 

“With 6,000 rounds of 30-30 
ammunition, they could stop 


♦he highway, the pipeline and 
the American 6th army,” said 
an official of the territorial 
government, who <hd not want 
his name to be used;* 

What really upset him, the 
official said, is the source of 
the ammunition: the federal 
department of Indian affairs. 

He spoke by telephone, in 
the presence of a reporter, to 
a federal government official. 

“I know they have a choice 
of receiving cash or ammuni¬ 
tion as part of their treaty 
rights, but do you have t«> 
give it to them all ait once?” 
he asked the federal man. 


The federal reply was not re¬ 
vealed* 

There was no word from the 
Indian affairs department 
about when or if the ammuni¬ 
tion will actually be delivered. 

Wrigley consists of about 
185 people and is situated on 
mile 427 of the planned Mack¬ 
enzie Highway to the Arctic, 
about one-quarter of the dis¬ 
tance down the Mackenzie 
River. 

Negotiations between the 
Wrigley Band Council and the 
federal government have been 
under way tor months but no 
settlement has been an¬ 
nounced.

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Arabs, Israelis Battling

Israeli troops and warplanes battled through the 
night and into Sunday with Syrian and Egyptian 
forces that penetrated Israeli lines and seized some of 
their positions in what Israeli Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan described as a new Middle East war. 

A Sunday morning communique issued in Tel 
Aviv said fighting raged all night long along the en¬ 
tire east bank of the Suez Canal, where the Egyptians 
held a number of Israeli posts, and along the entire 
cease-fire line with Syria. 

In Cairo, a Syrian military communique quoted 
by Damascus radio said Israeli warplanes attacked 
Syrian forces on the Golan Heights as dawn broke on 
the second day of Arab-Israeli fighting. The broad¬ 
cast said Syrian warplanes shot down 10 Israeli jet 
fighter-bombers and added “hone of our planes was 
hit.” 

The Syrian communique said, "Syrian warplanes 
and air defence systems went into action and shot 
down 10 Israeli warplanes. None of our planes was 
hit.” 

The Tel Aviv communique said Israeli aircraft 
during the night sank an unidentified Egyptian naval 
vessel north of the Suez Canal in the Mediterranean 
Sea while Israeli boats sank throe Egyptian gun¬ 
boats ferrying troops toward their territory in the 
Red Sea. 

An Israeli military spokesman said the Egyp¬ 
tians had succeeded in sending more infantrymen and 
some tanks across the Suez Canal to reinforce the 
forces that crossed the canal on the opening day of 
fighting Saturday. *■ 

An Israeli National Radio correspondent said 
from the scene of the canal fighting that the Egyp¬ 
tians were suffering heavy casualties and that the 
Israeli counterthrust was “cruel in the extreme." 

Soon after the outbreak of hostilities Saturday, 
Dayan said the Middle East was in the throes of 
another “all-out war" and predicted victory within a 
matter of days.

The proposed hi cycle-hiking 
trail under study by the parks 
branch is the Canadian Na¬

Preston and John Mikitka. and 
Don Tarasoff, an historian of 
historic sites on loan to the 
branch, have explored the en¬ 
tire trail, and their findings 
have Already enlisted wide 
support for the project. 

The feasibility study is 
being wrapped up by Tara¬ 
soff, and he ddscussed it with 
vast enthusiasm in an inter¬ 
view. 

“We made a survey,” he 
said, “which shows there are 
about 100.000 cycdists in the 
area invoked. On top of that,

every summer ferries heading 
for the Island bring about 
12.000 more cyclists to tour 
our beauty spots. 

“Right now they have no- 
wheie to go except on streets 
and highways. There are no 
specific bike trails. 

"As a matter of., fact, Cana¬ 
da as a whole lags far behind 
some other lands in providing 
cycle paths. Ottawa leads in 
this country with 37 miles now 
ready and another 20 (also on 
an abandoned rail line) under 
construction. 

"Vancouver provides cycle 
roules in and around Stanley 
Park. 

“Think of the recreational 
value of a trail like this 
82-mile route. And it has more 
than recreational possibilities. 

“Much of il could be used 
by school children between 
home and school, particularly 
between Victoria and Sooke. 
Health-minded adults living 
near the trail could ride their 
bikes to work in the city. 

“For them, there would be 
no motor-vehicle hazards, and 
their bicycles would give off 
neither noise nor air pollution. 

“Cost of creating the bike 
trail has not yet been exam¬ 
ined closely, but it would not 
be high. We are looking at an 
asphalt surface, eight feet 
wide. The most expensive 
portions would be the existing 
railway trestles, where a 
flooring would he needed lo 
fill in between railway ties to 
hold the asphall. 

“The right-of-way is 100 feet 
wide, so we envision some 
landscaping on both sides of 
the trail in built-up areas.” 

Tarasoff listed some of ihe 
beauty spots along the route. 
Some are well known, others 
more remote and seldom vi¬ 
sited. All are either traversed- 
by, or liordered by., or within 
100 yards or so of the project¬ 
ed trail. 

Included, heading oui from 
Victoria, are Fori Rodd Hill,

Language mirrors all our ambiguities

For the past nine years. Peter Russell, 
army veteran, poet and befriender of some of 
this century's leading writers, had been liv¬ 
ing In Venice on 53,000 a year. 

He came to University of Victoria about 
fniir weeks ago to teach poetry and literature 
for the university’s new creative writing de¬ 
partment. 

Understandably, life in Victoria seems a 
trifle quiet for UVic’s first wTiter-in- 
residence, because his career up until now 
has been that of a literary gypsy. 

*Tn a sense I feel that life here is loo 
damn easy. One doesn’t have to struggle for 
or against anything. My main worry is that 
life here is going to be so easy I won’t have 
ihe stimulus to write,” says Russell of his 
first university post. 

A translator of works in 18 languages 
Including Russian, Arabic, Italian, German, 
Classical Persian and Cantonese — the 52- 
year-old poet spends much of his time with 
books. 

He has immediately fallen In love with the 
"fabulous” UVic library, in which he feds he 
could lose himself "as long as there was a 
tap with beer or wine laid on.” 

JJke his friend and mentor. Eyra Pound, 
who died last November in Venice. RusseU 
has a voracious appetite for knowledge and 
culture in the broadest: sense. 

A day in the^ife of Peter Russell the poet 
might read: Up at dawn with the strongest, 
possible cup of coffee; from dawn to dusk, 
concentrated reading of the widest possible 
material, from nuclear physics to ancient 
Persian poetry.

Comparative study of different languages 
and their common recurrent themes enables 
the poet to make the fullest and most “inclu¬ 
sive" use of all languages’ ambiguities. 

Do animals or birds have language? A

silly question, answers Russell: “If animals 
and birds or any non-human being can be 
said to misunderstand each other, then they 
have language.” 

If Russell has a great deal to say about 
language, he has perhaps earned the right to 

Leaving private high school in England he 
spent his next seven years fighting in the 
British Army during the Second World War. 
"I saw there was a war to be fought. It just 
had to be won. I thought it was a necessary 
w f ar.” 

He describes his youth as different from 
that in the Consumer Society: “I had no fun 
in my yoiflh ... I was in the jungle nearly a 
year without ever'going out to a city or see¬ 
ing a pretty girl or having a beer." 

After spending four years at London Uni¬ 
versity, he was offeree}, a post in 1949 as 
professor of comparative literature at Duke 
University in North Carolina. He accepted 
the post but was later rejected by the univer¬ 
sity’s head because he had "published writ¬ 
ings by the traitor Ezra Pound.” 

Russell says that Pound, who was charged 
with treason by the United States for his 
radio broadcasts on behalf of Mussolini in the 
Second World War, was never a traitor but 
was "deeply emotional” in the opposition to 
a war between Italy and the U.S. 

He calls Pound a magnanimous friend and 
“one of the few serious political figures of 
oui fimp. even though he was wrong.” . 

Since the war. Russell has published wide¬ 
ly, travelled widely and studied widely. One 
of the earliest translators of Russian poets 
Bgris Pasternak and Osip Mandelshtam be¬ 
tween 1949 and 1956 he edited the English hi 
erary magazine Nine, which published such 


writers as Pound. T. S. Eliot and Wyndham 
l,ewis. 

A short friendship with Erhest firming- - 
way in Italy in 1948 convinced Russell that 
Ihe celebrated author's prime interest was 
his stomach and the clue to much of his writ¬ 
ing was the book, A Moveable Feast. 

The only redeeming feature of Heming¬ 
way's various wives Russell can find it that 
they were “superb cooks." 

He also claims that the hysterical Hem¬ 
ingway was not the “tough guy” he made 
himself out to be, and could never have stood 
in the same ring as South African poet Roy 
Campbell- a one-time protessional bull¬ 
fighter and friend of Russell. 

Like Socrates in Plato’s Phaedo, Russell 
believes philosophy—the love of wisdom 
should help one get through life. “If philoso¬ 
phy is not concerned with living well and 
dying well, it’s bloody bad philosophy—just a 
vermiform appendix of the sciences.” 

Though hardly a puritan, Russell feels 
that many of today’s young people have the

Ney Faces 
Challenge 


NANAIMO Mayor Frank 
Ney will not be returned to 
his city hall job by acclama¬ 
tion this year. 

It was announced here Sat¬ 
urday that well-known sports¬ 
man and businessman Ted 
Rarsby will file nomination 
papers to run for mayor of 
the city against Ney. 

Barsby has a strong back¬ 
ground of experience in the 
civic arena, having served on 
city council from 1964 to 1967. 
on the District 68 school boanl 
for six years and for die past 
several years has been a 
member of the regional hospi¬ 
tal board. 

When his last term on coun¬ 
cil was ending in 1967, Barsby 
ran for mayor but was defeat¬ 
ed by Ney by more than 1,000 
votes. 

After winning that contest 
for his first'term, Ney was re¬ 
turned without a contest in 
elections in 1969 and 1971. 

-Rarsby said in a prepared 
statement that under the dem¬ 
ocratic system it is die peo¬ 
ple's right to chod&e who 
should serve them “and it Ts 
for this reason I have decided 
to run.” 

He said be will base his 
campaign on a philosophy 


which will make Nanaimo r 
better place to live. 

'Hie number of candidates 
in die aldermanic race also 
swelled Saturday with die an¬ 
nouncement that Bert: Ogden 
will contest his third civic 
election. 

Ogden, a commercial fish¬ 
erman and chairman of his 
group, the Greater Nanaimo 
civic affairs committee, said 
he will run on a planning tick¬ 
et but he did not elaborate. 

He has run in two previous 
aldermanic contests without 
success. 

His announcement brings to 
five the number of declared 
candidates in the race. The 
others are incumbents Mrs. 
G. L. Hall and Ken Medland, 
newcomer AI Harvey, the cur¬ 
rent Man of the Year in Nan¬ 
aimo and, back for a second 
try, Mrs. Lconore Halkett.

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INTERNATIONALLY^ FAMED ARTIST^ 

Victoria’s Jack Shadbolt 


Jack Shadbolt is Van¬ 
couver's foremost pain¬ 
ter, and one of Canada's 
greatest painters. But 
Victoria can lay even 
greater claim to him, as 
he grew up and lived here 
until resuming teaching 
after completing Normal 
School. 

He was bom in Shoebumess, 
Essex, a village on the sea near 
Southend, in 1909. His family mi¬ 
grated to British Columbia when he 
was three years of age, first settling 
in Nelson. 

At the age of five the Shadbolt 
family moved to Victoria, where 
Jack had the advantage of growing 
up on Island Road in beautiful Oak 
Bay, which was at that time largely 
unspoiled open country land. He re¬ 
members what a delight it was for 
his sister and himself to play and 
roam in such an area. 

The greatest feature for him was 
the oak groves around Oak Bay and 
the Uplands. A portion of the open 
land later became the Victoria Golf 
Course. The whole panorama of flo¬ 
wered meadows stretching towards 
the sea with the Olympic Mountains 
in the distance made a perfect at¬ 
mosphere for growing children. 

yictoria honored Jack Shadbolt 
last spring when he was presented 
with an honorary degree at UVLc's 
biggest convocation ceremony in 
Memorial Arena. 

— On reaching school age, the fami¬ 
ly had moved to the FaiWield dis¬ 
trict where the children attended the , 
Sir James Douglas School until 
Grade 8. At the age of 12 Jack en¬ 
tered Victoria High School from 
which he graduated at 15. 

Jack’s parents very soon recog¬ 
nized and fostered Jack’s artistic 
and creative talents. His father was 
a house painter, who had an artistic 
bent and spent the winter evenings 
pursuing his water color painting 
hobby, also being engaged in-sign 
painting as a side line. 

As the family was short of money, 
the children were given only one 
cent a week for candy treats. This 
was later raised to five cents. Jack 
recalls how busy they were kept in 
the winter evenings making artistic 
nicknames for birthday and Christ¬ 
mas gifts. Later on Jack became the 
leading signmaker at school. 

The color reproduction process 
came ’ into being around that time 
and the kids were able to entertain 
themselves clipping out the monthly 
color copies from the Ladies’ Home 
Journal. These were hung on the 
wall like icon Images. Two out 
standing contributors were Maxheld 
Parsh, who specialized in sentimen¬ 
tal paintings, and Norman Wyeth, 
who was die father of the well- 
known American painter, Andrew 
Wyeth. These Mediterranean roman¬ 
tic images were encountered by 
Jack Shadbolt first hand 35 years 
later whilst travelling along the 
Mediterranean with the aid of a gov¬ 
ernment fellowship. 

At a teen-age boy Jack and his 
chums made the usual hiking and 
bicycling trips to Elk Lake, Beaver 
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Lake, beautiful Goldstream, Albert 
Head and Metchosin, The annual 
May 24 Parade, perhaps Victoria’s 
most gala celebration, called for 
lavish bicycle decorations'. 

Another eventful occurrence was 
the boy’s Parliamentary session, of 
which Jack was the speaker. It is 
also very interesting to note that the 
Boys’ Parliament premier of the 
province at that time was Walter 
Owen, who is now lieutenant-gover¬ 
nor. The pursuit of sports, for which 
Jack showed an all-around aptitude, 
became an absorbing interest which 
led to his winning the Junior Sports 
Cup. Incidentally, his first talk at 
the Alpha Beta Society at Victoria 
High School was on Charles Pad- 
dock, champion sprinter. 

Jack began to develop a keen in¬ 
terest in art at Victoria College. 
Among his friends were Max Mayn¬ 
ard, artist and also a literary man, 
well known as a controversial figure 
' in art. Roy Daniels, head of the En¬ 
glish department, who is now a 
world authority on Milton. John 
McDonald, who now teaches Spanish 
at UBC, was another friend. 

Around this time he remembers 
visiting Emily Carr at her studio, in 
the company of Max Maynard. Miss 
Carr offered to sell the boys two 
beautiful pictures done in the Gold- 
stream forest for 510. "I refused,” 
Jack said, “because I had my eye 
on a big art book in a downtown 
store, which cost 510 . 

During the college’s closure for 
summer holidays the boys spent a 
good deal of time at Max’s summer 
camp in the Sooke district. From 
there the boys spent much time 
sketching in the logged-off Sooke 
Hills where there were enormous 
black stumps, some 15 or 20 feet 
high. Some of his drawings were 
also done in Victoria’s Ross Bay 
Cemetery where drawing of the 
tombs helped him greatly to acquire 
a knowledge of form. 

Jack and his friends often went 
to Ira Dilworth’s house to discuss 
literature and art. At that time Ira 
Dihvorth was principal of Victora

porary job at Kitsilano High School, 
he decided to join a group of friends 
and visit the World’s Fair in Chica¬ 
go. This was his first trip away from 
home and his head was full of the 
budding poet T. S. Eliot, also Ezra 
Pound and the surrealist poets and 
painters. 

There were tremendous art exhib¬ 
its there-- a whole room for each of 
the post-impressionist painters — 
one of Cezanne — another room of 
primitive Italian paintings, notably 
altar pieces -Duccio, Fabrianno, 
Fra Angelico. Giotto, etc. To this 
day he paints a good deal of trip- 
tychs. 

This sojourn in Chicago afforded 
him a golden ctiance to encounter 
and feel the impact at first hand of 
the American indigenous movement 
through the great murals of Thom¬ 
as Benton, which were done for the 
Illinois State, as well as the works of 
such eminent painters as Birchfield 
and Hopper. At the same time he

High School. It was around this time 
that he was introduced to T. S. 
Eliot’s Wastelands. 

After finishing Victoria College 
and Normal School, all three boys 
took teaching posts; Jack in Dun¬ 
can, John in the interior and Max 
Maynard at the Lampson Street 
School in Esquimalt. All three 
taught children’s art. One of Max’s 
private students was Ronald Blay- 
ton, who is now a famous American 
contemporary sculptor. 

During this period Jack worked 
*at the YMCA as assistant boys’ 
secretary. In the summer he worked 
as a playground supervisor as well 
as being employed on a few con¬ 
struction jobs, one in particular 
being 'the Christ Church Cathedral 
building project pouring cement, 
which helped him to weather the 
tough Depression days. 

The scene then shifted to Duncan, 
Vancouver Island, where he com¬ 
menced instructing art in the local 
school. From here he was trans¬ 
ferred to Kitsilano Junior High 
School in Vancouver, which was the 
largest in Canada at the time. 

Much of his time was spent com¬ 
muting to Victoria and making 
sketches of the facades of the old 
houses on lower Yates Street 
Due to the termination of his tem¬ 


avidly read the works of great nove¬ 
lists like Theodore Dreiser, Sinclair 
Lewis, Upton Sinclair. Sherwood An¬ 
derson, Thomas Wdlfe, O. Henry, 
and Carl Sandburg. 

While at Kitsilano High School he 
also became interested in the mural 
paintings of the Mexican artists, 
Diego Rivera, Jose Orozco, and Jose 
Alfaro Sequeiros. These great 
aquarian revolutionary paintings 
had a tremendous effect on the 
>$hole Western World. When he re¬ 
turned to Vancouver he continued to 
work on the Back to the Land 
theme, concentrating on old houses, 
bams, and the rural scenes near 
Victoria. 

During these years he had a 
studio near UBC and here all his 
social life became centred. Two Vic¬ 
toria friends lived close by while 
studying. Another Victoria friend, 
Sydney Pettit, was head of the his¬ 
tory department. All were greatly 
helped and influenced by such 
people as Garnett Sedgwick, Shake¬ 
spearean scholar and teacher, Thor- 
lief Larsen, notable English teacher, 
and A. F. B. Clarke, who is now a 
world authority on Pushkin. 

Around this time he made a new 
friend. Alfred Watson. Two other 
friends were Fred Soward of the 
history departmeht. now a world 


famous historian, and Hunter Lewis, 
who taught contemporary art and 
kept them abreast of new develop¬ 
ments. Another friend. Fred Brand, 
organized the first Emily Carr show. 
In this ambience, st> to speak, his 
formative art years were passed. 

He then went overseas, studying 
in Paris and London, from whence 
he returned to teach at Kitsilano 
High School in 1938. Around this 
period he also taught at the Art 
School, where he met Varley, who 
was one of the Group of Seven. For 
one morning a week he attended one 
of his classes. One day Varley tore 
up a picture of his and threw it 
aside. Jack feels that he was away 
out of his depth in Varley s class at 
this time. He had several talks with 
Varley outside of the class, when 
they discussed Turner and Paul 
Nash, who greatly influenced him. 
Varley knew British painting ex¬ 
tremely well. 

•In the summer of 1937 he went on 
a boating cruise through the Gulf 
Islands and up the coast. It was 
around this time that Leon Trotsky 
was murdered in Mexico. Because 
the Mexican mural painter, Rivera, 
befriended him, Rivera was accused 
of being a communist. Due to Jack 
Shadbolt’s well known interest in 
Rivera’s w-orks and his intended trip 
to visit Mexico and view Rivera's 
paintings, wild rumors flew around 
Vancouver to the effect that Jack 
was a communist. This necessitated 
the cancelling of his Mexico trip. 

As he thought of himself as a 
Romantic painter, he decided to go 
to Europe and get at the source of 
American painting. On arriving in 
London, he commenced studying at 
the Euston Road School. This was 
the point cf connection for all young 
students of the Chelsea move* 
ment. Am-ng the instructors who 
have-now become famous people are 
William Coldstream, Claude Rogers 
and Victor Passmore. Passmore is 
one of the outstanding British paint¬ 
ers. 

The school was the focal point for 
poets and critics. Vanessa Bell, 
sister of Virginia Wolf, and Duncan 
Grant were included in the student 
roll and causal students observed 
were Stephen Spender, poet, and two 
who are now famous art critics, 
Adrian Stokes and Lawrence GOw- 
ing. 

Another poet who attended the 
school was Lewis McNeice. 

All this was part of the aura of 
things. After spending about six or 
seven months there, he decided that 
although it w r as a fascinating atmo¬ 
sphere it was a little too rarified. 

After leaving London and the 
Chelsea Movement at the Euston 
Street School and while studying in 
Paris under the eminent French 
teacher, Andre L’hote, an encourag¬ 
ing incident occurred. During a 
class criticism the teacher spoke 
highly of Jack Shadbolt’s work and 
said: “This man has a conception of 
the nobility of form.’* 

At the end of 1938 he returned to 
Vancouver to teach at the Van¬ 
couver School erf Art where he re¬ 
placed Varley as head of the art 
department, withdrawing in 1965. 

He started to paint in earnest 
after his European training. At this 
stage he was very much under the 
spell of the Renaissance period, 
chiefly Michelangelo, Signorelli and 
Pisanello. For about 15 years he had 
continuous rejection of his works. 

His first intense painting was of 
the False Creek area where he docu¬ 
mented the industrial squalor of a 
squatter's camp^ an itinerant colony 
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The rough and rugged coastline of British Columbia accounts for the numerous 
lighthouses and lightstations in this part of the world. From the time of Captain 
Vancouver and, later. Captain Richards, explorers have tried to map the coastline 
and to mark the many dangerous rocks and shoals.

However a ship was 
wrecked there on Dec. 20. 1900, 
with a loss* of nine lives.

The Ss. Alpha, built on the Clyde 
In 186:; for. ttie Cunard Steamship 
IJne. was on her way to the Orient 
where she had been sold for scrap 
after 36 years of service on the east 
and west coasts of North America.

She carried a load of 500 tons of 
dog salmon, besides provisions for 
the voyage, and an ample supply of 
Geneva Rum to be consumed en 
route. 

She was to call in at Union Bay 
for coal sufficient for the trip to 
Yokohama. 

Having been delayed for a time 
by burned out bearings it was dark 
when the storm struck and Captain 


Yorke decided to head for Yellow 
Rock lighthouse in order to get his 
bearings. Twice the Japanese look¬ 
out called out, “Light ahead" but it 
was too late and ship struck the 
rock, bouncing off .and striking it a 


One of the oldest 
lighthouses is the one on 
Yellow or Chrome Rock. 
This rock is at the east¬ 
ern extremity of Denman 
Island in Baynes Sound 
and was the scene of 
many a wreck in days 
gone by. 

The name. Yellow' Rock probably 
came from the fact that, in the 
early spring, this two-acrc island is 
covered with a mass of yellow flow¬ 
ers. Below the lighthouse itself can 
be found a number of interesting pe- 
rrogiyphs. Also whale bones and In¬ 
dian relics have been found there. 

The contract for the first light¬ 
house on that rock was awarded to 
A. Brittancourt of Nanaimo in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1890, and the light was placed 
In operation in Janqpry, 1891. 

The first light was small, 35 mm. 
and had a mantle like a very large 
gas lantern. It w'as lit by igniting a 
cup of methylated spirits which 
burned with a blue flame and heated 
the generator. The oil w'as then 
turned on and came through a tiny 
hole, burning brightly in the centre 
of a round case of polished chrome 
reflectors. 

This case floated in a basin of 
mercury and was made to revolve 
by a system of weights. These 
weights were suspended from a 
cable which reached to the bottom 
of the tower. 

At sundown the keeper set the 
light, wound the cable to the top. 
When all was set the weights slowly 
dropped down to the l>ottora. taking 
four hours altogether. In the longer 
ivxirs of darkness the keeper would 
have to rewind the weights. 

A foghorn was also installed and 
w'as run by compressed air. built up 
to 40 pounds pressure in a large 
tank which sat just underneath it. 
Blast intervals were; blast 2 1 * sec¬ 
onds; silence four seconds; blast 
seconds; silence four seconds; 
blast 2\% seconds; silcence. 97 sec¬ 
onds: repeating. An emergency 
hand-blast horn was also installed in 
case of motor failure. 

The lighthouse itself has been 
much improved through rhe years. 
The first one was a small square 
iHiilding of wood which included the 
keeper’s quarters below and the 
light above. It was 46 feet from the 
base and was painted white. The 
light could be seen for about 12 
miles. Separate buildings were in¬ 
stalled through the years with a nice 
home for the keeper and his family. 

Officially, the lighthousekeepers 
In the earlier years were: Jan. 1. 
1891 — T. H. Piercy: Oct. 10. 1898 — 
Wm. McDonagh; July 1, 1901 — 
Walter Gordon: Feb. 6. 1906 — John 
Doney; Dec. 24. 1914 — James F. 
Street; Nov. 6, 1917 — Albert Doney 
(son of J. Doney); Mar. 14. 1919 — 
Captain D. O’Brien; Aug. 29. 1922 — 
A. Couldery. 

During this time there were a 
few substitute keepers not officially 
listed. One of these was J. Strachan 
of Hornby Island. His daughter. Jes¬ 
sie (French) was born on Yellow 
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of people living during the depres¬ 
sion in cardboard boxes. At this 
time he was a socially oriented 
painter rather than a pure lyricist. 
While overlooking the bridge he 
wrote many poems which he later 
destroyed, considering them prosaic 
and worthless. 

In 1942 his work at tlve Art School 
was interrupted by his entry into the 
army as a war artist. While serving 
in the administration department in 
London he envisaged the horrors of 
war by the drawings of- human atro¬ 
cities which w ere daily placed on his 
desk, and these proved to be very 
disturbing. At that time the concen¬ 
tration camps at Belsen and Auch- 
witz were in full operation. 

Prior to leaving Vancouver he 
had executed an imaginary docu¬ 
ment called Occupation of Point 
Grey. This was a study of quiet de¬ 
tail — just memories of a ghastly 
spectacle —- dead bodies and dogs 
running around with portions of 
human beings protruding from their 
mouths - - all this resulting in utter 
pandemonium. 

On being released from the Army 
in 1945 he went to Ottawa where he 
married Doris Meisel. who was a 
secretary at the Tate National Gal¬ 
lery. and a very serious student of 
Art and whom he had met previous¬ 
ly in Ottawa while taking officer 
training in Kingston. 

He had always said that he would 
like to marry a girl who would stand 
for 10 minutes in front of a Cezanne 
painting. She stood exactly eight 
minutes. 

As Mrs. Shadbolt is the curator of 
the Vancouver Art Gallery, her ca¬ 
reer w’orks in conjunction with his. 
He has a critic on the hearth — so to 
speak. In addition to her art activi¬ 
ties she is an accomplished pianist. 
In due course they headed for Van¬ 
couver where Jack resumed, his job 
at the Art School, withdrawing from 
there in 1965. 

Every two years the Beaux Art 
Ball was held by the Art School and 
for these affairs he arranged the 
floor shows and wrote the scripts as 


well as directing the whole thing 
with the students taking parts. This 
was all part of the general enthusi¬ 
asm and excitement of teaching. 

Departing^ from the Art School 
enabled him to keep up a complete 
continuity during that period. His 
art w'ork absorbed him completely 
as he commenced to paint night and 
day. 

The presentation of a UVic honor¬ 
ary degree to Jack Shadbolt for his 
meritious art achievements was in¬ 
deed a fitting tribute to a great 
artist. Jack, who is a charming 
pleasant man. said while the two of 
us were chatting in his living room: 
“I can now look back fondly on the 
passing years of activity and feel I 
have been on an exuberant journey. 
However, for the time being I think 
that having freedbm from distrac¬ 
tions is most conducive to a con¬ 
templative atmosphere.” 

His delightful home on Capitol 
Hill in Burnaby which, incidentally, 
has a large family of raccoons un¬ 
derneath the foundations, is admira¬ 
bly suited for this. 

Much of his time is spent at his 
summer home on Hornby Island 
where he does considerable work. 

Two books he has written are to 
be published in December Mind's 
Eye, a book about the relation be¬ 
tween poems and drawings, and a 
reissue of In Search of Form. 

Jack Shadbolt has achieved inter¬ 
national fame and has represented 
his country in many travelling exhi¬ 
bitions, such as those shown at the 
Tate Gallery. London, the Brussels 
and Seattle World Fairs and in War¬ 
saw, Mexico City, Chicago, Sydney, 
Portland, Montreal, and all across 
Canada. 

He is widely represented In pri¬ 
vate and public collections through¬ 
out thic country and the United 
States. 

'He received the Canadian Inter¬ 
national Guggenheim Award. 1957. 
and a Canadian Overseas Fellow¬ 
ship on which he worked in France. 
Italy and Greece. He has murals in 
the Edmonton International Air Ter¬ 
minal and the Charlottetown Memo¬ 
rial Centre. 


second time. Quartermaster Ander¬ 
son immediately scrambled off the 
ship with a light line and, miracu¬ 
lously made shore where he man¬ 
aged to tie it around a pinnacle of 
rock. 

With’ the help of two more sailors 
who managed to reach the rock, 
heavier lines were secured. 

In the next two and a half hours 
26 more men made their way 
through the terrible seas to safety. 

Captain Yorke. the two Barber 
brothers and six other seamen were 
lost when, afraid to try the terrible 
crossing, they went down with the 
ship. 

In the meantime the light- 
housekeeper, William McDonagh, 
did all he could to help the shivering 
sailors. He built a fire for light and 
warmth and shared his scant provi¬ 
sions among them. 

When the storm subsided the sur¬ 
vivors sailed for Union Bay in a 
boat loaned to them by die Ford 
brothers of Hornby Island. 

The shores of the island were 
covered with wreckage. Many cases 
of-dog salmon were salvaged by the 
local residents and buried as fertiliz¬ 
er In their gardens. At least one 
case of Geneva rum came ashore. 
It was found by an Indian who was 
later found dead near the Rock, 
having literally drunk himself to 
death. 

Three bodies came ashore a few 
days later at Lacon’s Beach and 
were picked up by Theodore Nelson. 
He attempted to tow them round to 
the wharf in a small boat, but it 
capsized just as he was nearing the 
wharf. They were recovered by two 
boys, James Swan and John McMil¬ 
lan. James’ father. Robert Swan 
was the local coffin maker and. on 
instructions from Vancouver he 
made three coffins. 

The bodies of the purser. Sam 
Barber and that of the third engi¬ 
neer. Murray, were duly shipped to 
Vancouver. The other body, that of 
a stowaway named McKay, was pre¬ 
sumably unclaimed and was buried 
behind the Denman Island Church. 
A large fir tree still marks the spot. 

Through the years a few divers 
have been down to see what they 
could find. Jn 1957 the ship was 
stripped bare by a salvage barge 
and hundreds of tons of metal went 
to the scrapdealers. 

In May, 1960, two divers, Oal 
Smith and lyen Draper, brought up 
two portholes encrusted with sea 
life. One of these is decorating the 
breezeway at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. F. C. Morrison of Royston. 

More recently divers. Doug 
McLean. Victor Anysymin and 
Edwin Jones managed to raise the 
ton and a half anchor from its 72- 
year-old bed at the base of the Rock. 
With the aid of a tug, manned by 
Robert Kirk and Don Watson, the 
anchor was taken to Denman Wharf. 
This anchor is to be mounted on a 
cement block near the ferry slip and 
may be seen by all. The Denman 
Island ratepayers intend to have a 
plaque in memory of those who lost 
their lives in that disaster, placed 
beside the anchor.

i In 1899 a bright, starry-eyed 
young man with $1.50 in his pocket 
and dreams of becoming rich over¬ 
night, arrived on Vancouver Island 
from New Denver, British Colum¬ 
bia. This man was the late Frank 
Cyril Swannell—a young graduate 
in mining engineering of Toronto 
University who had gained a little 
experience in surveying during his 
holidays the previous year. 

Now his destination was the fabulous Klon¬ 
dike with the hope of striking gold. But he never 
did reach the Klondike, and little did he dream 
what dramatic events lay in store for him. 

Instead he remained in Victoria and settled 
for a job at a pittanca as pickct-man and part- 
time transit-man to Gore, Burnet & Company, 
lfrter known as the firm of Gore & McGregor. He 
soon became articled to T. S. Gore and while 
there quickly obtained his provincial land survey¬ 
or's commission, and later on his Dominion land 
surv eyor's commission.

While in their employ Frank Swannell took 
active part in the survey for the right-of-way for 
the Columbia and Western Railway, and also the 
mineral claims at Britannia and Texada Islands. 
He also became actively engaged in the timber 
surveys on the coast, and purchase and pre-emp¬ 
tion survey in Lillooet, and the Cariboo district. 

Then within two years of becoming a land 
surveyor he entered into partnership with A. I. 
Robertson — a well-known B.C. land surveyor of 
former! years. Here he worked on land surveys in 
the Nechako Valley, and on oil leases in the 
Flathead country.' 

He remained with Gore until 1908, then along 
came A. O. Noakes — another surveyor, and 
together they formed a new partnership. From 
then on they continued to survey the Nechako 
Valley in addition to doing triangulations of Eut- 
sijk, Whitesail and Cheslata Lakes. While survey¬ 
ing in these areas Swannell diligently gathered 
sqfficient information to make a reconnaissance 
of exploratory map of the surrounding country. 

That was just the beginning of an exciting 
—■——and adventure-packed career which took Frank 
Swannell on explorations all over the vast and un¬ 
known wilderness of British Columbia, with most 
of the time spent gambling with his life. 

“To be an explorer was my great aim in 
life,” said Swannell. “I never wanted to be any¬ 
thing else, and I began in 1898 when I was only 18 
years ofi age.” 

,His outstanding ability and early activities 
soon attracted the attention of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, and they immediately offered him a 
•job. From then on he continued in the govern¬ 
ment service for 30 years. It was during this 
period that our soldier of fortune had some of the 
most dramatic and amazing experiences, and 
w»ent through the most hectic times, and the 
greatest hazards of his eventful life. 

During the years 1912 to 1914 Swannell was 
quietly in charge of triangulations and reconnais¬ 
sance surveys from Stuart Lake northerly to the 
Imgenika and Finlay Rivers including Takla, and 
the Nation Lakes. 

Then in 1914 it happened, and life became 
eventful for him and he got the biggest appoint¬ 
ment in his time. It was then that he was com¬ 
missioned to lead an expedition to the»headwaters 
of the McKenzie River, and here he and his party 
accomplished the greatest achievement of his 
fantastic career. 

Swannell related this most remarkable ex- 
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perience in the quiet of his hotel room at the 
Aberdeen Hotel on McClure Street iq 1963. 

He described the harrowing experiences as a 
long-drawn out nightmare. A far-away look came 
into his eyes as he said: “I am indeed fortunate 
to be alive to tell this dramatic story. Although it 
happened so long ago yet I can still every 
strip of water, every inch of the journey, every 
rock rushing towards men, and every incident 
just as if it happened yesterday.” 

“In those days northern British Columbia was 
virtually unknown, and still is although they can * 
get across it now by air travel. There were no 
roads then so we had to cut tracks through the 
thick bush, or follow Indian trails, or water 
routes with canoes. All our equipment and pro¬ 
visions had to be carried on horses, or most of 
the time on our backs. We had no tents on this 
trip so we had to drape canvas over wooden 
supports. In addition to all our other inconveni¬ 
ences and hardships, we almost froze to death 
at times while on the journey. Then it wasn’t 
long before our food supplies dwindled down 
to nothing. 

“We w'ere now faced with the additional prob¬ 
lem of food shortage, and we had to rely mainly 


on anything in the line of game to keep us from 
utter starvation. With a .22 calibre rifle we 
bagged moose, rabbits, beaver, grouse, porcu¬ 
pine, foolhens, a goat and even a muskrat for 
the mulligan. We also fished and caught huge 
trout and grayling. In addition we picked large 
quantities of black currants and everything ed¬ 
ible that we could put our hands on. 

“I may add that this particular trip to the 
headwaters of the McKenzie River had been done 
only once before by a party of 12 led by one 
Samuel Black and Donald Manson in 1824. In his 
journal Samuel Black described it in 1824 as “a 
noble precipice on the left, and the river as white 
as snow as far as we can see.” Swannell also 
mentioned other parts of the river that were “out 
of the power of man to go with a canoe.” This 
is exacly what Swannell’s party had to do. 

“On this particular occasion there were only 
four of us in our party,” Swannell continued. 

“There were James Alexander — a half- 
breed Scot, Nep Ah Yuen — a Chinese cook, 
George Copley — my assistant, and me. It took 
us over three months of hard travel, many priva¬ 
tions and discomforts to reach our destination, 
and it was hard going most of the time. But we 
never gave up as we were determined to explore 
the Finlay River at the head of the McKenzie, 
some 2,000 miles from the south of the Arctic.” 

On reaching Fort William — the last Hud¬ 
son s Bay post — we decided to build a can:*? 
out of cottonwood — an exceedingly hard wood 
called the Balm of Gilead. 

“As we had no proper tools with which to 
carve it out, it took us three or four days to 
make by heating our axes, burning out the wood, 
and hollowing it by chopping. 

“Then in order to spread it out we filled the 
hollow with water, threw in heated rocks, and 
covered it with a blanket. But it was so heavy we 
had to lay skids to pull it up on the beach, drag¬ 
ging it and carrying it most of the time up the 
river. We also used poles instead of paddles 
„ A push it along where the river was bad. It was 
a time of great excitement for us, as we slowly 
made theh 2,400-mile journey up the dreaded 
river in that crude dugout canoe. 

We were surveying all the time as we went 
along. But finally after great sustained effort and 
a great ordeal we reached our destination at the 
head of the Finlay River somewhere near the his- 
. ^ where Alexander McKenzie had been 

m 1793 when he came out to the Pacific. It was 
simply wonderful as my party and I had achieved 
the impossible.” 

Swannell produced a series of photos and

diary notes to illustrate and substantiate his 
statements. An extract from his diary, dated 
Sept. 29, 1914, reads: 

"Rijn clear down to a mile below Thudaka in 
six frantic hours. It took four days going up. 
Worst water I ever saw, but we had no option. 

It had to be run, lining or dropping down with 
the pole being impossible. We should have x 
packed all the outfit ahead and run light. At a 
bad turn lower down an acute turn had to be 
made directly in face of a cliff into which cur¬ 
rent impinged violently. Jimmy (Alexander) 
didn’t think we could make it, and shouted to 
me to stop the canoe with the pole, by tilting 
like a knight with a lance at the cliff. The im¬ 
pact threw me overboard, pole and all, but 
George (Copley) grabbed me and hauled me back 
on board.” 

Swannell said that this return journey took 
only 36 hours, but they were hours fraught with 
torment and danger on all sides with four men 
riding a raging torrent which threatened from 
one moment to the other to overturn the boat 
and dash tme to their death any minute along 
the way. 

Additional notes made by Copley referred to 
running Reef Canyon, a swirling mass of broken 
water and huge rocks lying between steep cliffs 
where a huge wave swamped the canoe and it 
had to be driven desperately to the shore to be 
baled. 

His notes went on: 

"We had sized up this place from above and 
Jimmy (Alexander) wanted Nep Yuen to go 
ashore and walk down to where we could pick 
him up. Nep refused point blank, and said he 
might as well drown with us, as see us drown, 
and then die of cold and starvation himself. He 
lay down in the bottom of the boat. We would 
most certainly have swamped in cascades and 
the smother of water in the eddies below, had 
we not spent a day or two laboriously hewing 
two boards, each of a separate tree like Robin¬ 
son Crusoe. They were 10 inches wide and we 
nailed them diagonally along the gun ways, flared 
outward. 

"This buoyed us up in the bad weather and 
prevented swamping.” 

Finally on a day in October, 1914, when they 
had got through the worst part of their hmeward 
journey they spied a red flag tied to a tree, and 
investigated it. Here a trapper had kindly tied a 
newspaper to the tree for anyone who came by to 
read the astounding news that the First World 
War had started two months before in August! 

That was the only way of circulating the news 
of what was happening in the outside world in 
those days, there being no radios at all. 

On receiving this news Swannell and his 
party hurried home, eager to be back where the 
action was, and in December of that same year 
he enlisted in the 88th Ftisiliers. 

By April of 1915 he was in the thick of the 
Second Battle of Ypres in France. But although 
he was wounded in his head by shrapnel at Fes- 
tubert, yet on recovery he was transferred to the 
Royal Garrison Artillery as a second lieutenant. 
Some time after that he was seconded to the 
Royal Engineers where he carried out surveys at 
Salisbury Plains in England. 

Even after the Armistice was signed he still 
remained with the Royal Engineers, and was 
later sent to Russia as officer commanding the 
mapping section of Dvina River Expeditionary 
Force. Here again he was badly wounded but he 



Boat Camping Combines 
Best of Two Worlds 

Take a family that loves the outdoors. Add an 
outboard boat, a lake and a wooded 'grove. The 
picture is one of back-to-nature, a revelation of 
the fun and sense of disoevery to be shared in 
boat-camping. Many fathers are reliving their 
own youth by living the outdoor life with their 
children. Boat-camping is one aspect of this life. 

Most moppets enjoy boating. Most enjoy 
camping out. By combining the two sports, there 
is a double-barrelled charge in finding a new camp 
site, or skippering small craft ’round the next 
bend in a river, or into a secluded cove or bay. 

An inventory of camping gear includes tents, 
ice chests, coolers, sleeping bags and cooking 
utensils. Add cameras, a portable radio, skin div¬ 
ing gear and fishing equipment if you want a 
well-rounded safari. This accouterment stows eas¬ 
ily aboard an outboard boat. The camp site can 
be set up along the shore of a lake, with no long 
and arduous trek into the interior. 

Then top it off with a tasty fish fry for out¬ 
door appetites. Many foods for boat-camping can 
be prepared well in advance, before leaving 
home. Foods can be preserved in ice chests for 
periods of two or three days on a single loading of 
ice. Breads, precooked vegetables and fruits can 
be wrapped in aluminum foil to keep from spoil¬ 
ing. Plastic T>lates, cups, forks and spoons are the 
best bet for this type camping. They are inexpen¬ 
sive, lightweight and they stow easily. 

One hint for the first-time boat-camper : take 
along a camera. A photographic record of the trip 
is a valued reminder of summer days well spent

Qnce back in civilian life he returned to his 
first love — surveying. Here he worked with 
triangulation and exploratory mapping between 
Dean Channel and the western extremity of the 
survey of the 53rd Parallel. In addition to this he 
did some for the resources department, such as 
mapping an area along the Peace River from the 
Rocky Mountain Canyon to the vicinity of Finlay 
Forks using vertical air photographs for plotting 
the topography. 

His next engagement was as geographer to 
the Bedeau expedition which attempted to cross 
northern B.C. from Fort Saint John to Telegraph 
Creek, using tractors as the chief means of trans¬ 
portation. 

Shortly before his retirement Swannell w f as 
engaged fulltime in establishing triangulation 
control for the provincial photo-topographic sur¬ 
vey on Vancouver Island, and also along the 
Rocky Mountain Trench. 

On being asked if he has had any unpleasant 
encounters with the wild beasts of the north dur¬ 
ing his 30 years of exploration, Swannell chuckled 
then replied: 

“Only once was I ever attacked by a bear,’* 
he replied showing the picture of himself sitting 
astride a bear. 

"This particular animal was a cross between 
a Kodiak and a grizzly, and it was just out of 
hibernation and in an ugly mood. From the mo¬ 
ment it approached I saw it and shouted to my 
companion who was 100 yards away with his 
rifle. Suddenly the bear lifted his nose and came 
straight for me, far too fast for me to get away 
from him. He was only 40 feet away when the 
rifle fired soft-nosed bullets, and the only hope 
was to hit him in the shoulder to try and cripple 
him. My friend shot him in the shoulder but 
fortunately the bullet struck him in the spinal 
column, or else wje would have had it. When he 
fell to the ground we finished him off.” 

After he retired and found the pace of living 
too slow, Swannell would often take off on one of 
his world tours. It was just around this time that 
I met Swannell through the __ courtesy of the 
former surveyor-general Col. G. S. Andrews. 

Despite his 83 years and having to use a cane 
to propel his once strong and vigorous frame, his 
eyes were still as bright as a boy’s, quick, eager, 
missing nothing, and they brightened at the prop- 
sect of distant lands. The traces of life spent in 
the open were in the weather-beaten lines- of his 
once handsome and intelligent face. 

He managed from time to time to satisfy the 
old urge with an occasional trip. Up to the time of 
our meeting he travelled more than 50,000 miles 
in river steamer, freighter, large and small boat, 
and luxury liner through the Panama Canal, 
around Cape Horn, to the Mediterranean, to 
various ports of Europe, New Zealand, Australia, 
Singapore, Hong Kong, and many other countries. 
As a result he had a multitude of friends and ac¬ 
quaintances all over the globe. 

In his later life most of his time was taken up 
with his collection of books, maps, and other in¬ 
teresting mementoes of the history and geogra¬ 
phy of British Columbia’s great northwest. 

As a result of his activities and contribu¬ 
tion, and for his long and meritorious service, 
this dean of B.C. Land surveyors was awarded a 
life membership in the Corporation of British 
Columbia Land Surveyors. 
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Have you ever wondered what those large wooden buildings are on 
the east side of the Island Highway? Well, they are part of a new river- 
campsite which is being developed by Simon Charlie on the 
Cowichan Indian reserve.

More than just a campsite, this is an ambitiously 
planned complex featuring a cedar plank long house 
and replicas of old-time Coast Salish dwellings. 

Shwee Quesayla is strictly a one-man operation, 
the result of a dream sparked by the tourist slogan 
"Canada, Land of the Totem Pole" some years ago.

Totem poles are part of Simon 
Charlie's heritage. This gentle, soft- 
voiced Indian is well known across 
Canada and in the United States as 
one of B.C.’s finest carvers. 

Few people visiting the provin¬ 
cial museum in Victoria will forget 
his immense carved figure standing 
in the foyer, arms extended in the 
traditional Indian gesture of wel¬ 
come. (In 1972 Simon carved a smi- 
liar figure commissioned by an On¬ 
tario municipality. This is the statue 
which caused so much controversy 
because of the lack of a fig leaf — a 
controversy which caused Simon 
much puzzled head-shaking and 
merriment.) This carver, and others 
like him, are proving that the rich 
native culture and craftsmanship 
have not been lost. 

Simon, whose Indian name Is 
Wheen-a-mat-sa. is proud of his race 
and great traditions. Free from bit¬ 
terness towards the white man, or 
nostalgia for the bid days, he has 
been able to make good use of op¬ 
portunities offered by the white soci¬ 
ety while remaining truly Indian. His 
reaction to the tourist slogan was 
typical. He decided he would one 
day cash in on the white man's 
craze for travel, and make a camp¬ 
site on his ancestral land beside the 
Koksilah River. But it would be a 
campsite with a difference. 

As well as camping facilities he 
would create an old-time Indian vil¬ 
lage, complete with totem poles, and 
dugout canoes drawn up on the Kok- 
silah’s shingle beach. He would 
build an authentic longhouse of red 
cedar planks, with his clan crest of 
a wolf carved on the protruding 
beams, his family history on the 
massive door posts. Inside, local In¬ 
dian craftsmen — 1 knitters, bead 
workers, carvers, weavers, would be 
at work. In another part of the 
building the results of their labors 
would be displayed for sale. He 
would call the place Shwee Quesayla 
because it is close to the site of an 
ancient village of that name. 
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Shwee Quesayla (the white man 
changed it to Koksilah» means Busy 
Place in the Cowichan dialect. The 
new' village, with its adjoining 
campsite would be a busy place: an 
achievement to be proud of. It would 
give the Charlie family the status 
and prestige which has always 
meant so much to the Indian people. 

It would also show the visiting white 
people some new and fascinating 
aspects of the native culture. 

Simon had to wait 10 years be¬ 
fore starting on his pro ject. To keep 

his growing family he worked at_ 

longs boring and logging, and began 
to make his name as a carver. 

Seven years ago he felt the time 
had come to get to work on his 
dream, but the whole complex will 
not be finished for some time. 

Only one of.four sons is available 
to help his father. Shortage of

money is a constant curse, causing 
endless delays and frustrations. And 
work must stop when an important 
order comes in because the cash is 
needed. 

Much time may be lo6t while 
Simon fashions a huge feast bowl in 
the form of* a whale, with a pran¬ 
cing Thunderbird for a lid. A First 
Citizen s giant has helped with the 
finances. Also the generosity of 
some lumber companies. 

Although the complex is far from 
finished the camp sites are ready 
and waiting under tall maples be¬ 
side the river. The longhouse is 
built, although not yet completed in¬ 
side. 

Part of it is being used to store 
some of the racing war canoes 
which every year compete in cham¬ 
pionship races up and down the 
coast. The full beauty of a 54-foot, 

11-man dugout can be really appre¬ 
ciated when examined at close 
quarters. 

Two of Simon's sons are present¬ 
ly working on more canoes in the 
workshop. Four nine-foot tall inside 
house posts are in the process of

being carved to depict incidents in 
the lives of Charlie's ancestors. 

Visitors camping here will be 
able to follow their progress and see 
the village grow as work continues. 

One by one the great cedar logs, 
now seemingly abandoned about the 
camping ground, will be curved and 
erected as totem poles and posts. 

It’s a delight to watch a master 
carver’s skillful hands as he brings 
to life the grotesquely beautiful 
images of bear and beaver, and the 
grimacing, gargoyle-like 1 faces of the 
spirit world. 

Simon is always ready to tell the 
stories he is adzing out of the cedar. 
He wil) explain why one bear has a 
protruding tongue, while another 
has its teeth clenched: the reason 
for carving a face on the tail of a 
whale and eyes on the wing6 of a 
thunderbird. 

Native art in southern B.C. has 
always been influenced by Tsimsian 
and, more especially. Kwakiutl tra¬ 
ditions, Simon will i»int this out as 
he shows you differences in the 
shape of an eye or a mouth. 

Some of Simon's many relatives 
have pnmiised to visit .Shwee Que¬ 
sayla during summer months. They 
will teach young campers traditional

Indian games and we can be pretty 
sure of witnessing the ever-popular 
Bones game, an almost inevitable 
pastime when even a few Indian 
people are gathered together. The 
Bones game is fascinating to watch 
— and listen to because traditionally 
it is accompanied by chanting and 
the haunting beat of tambourine 
drums. 

Although Shwee Quesayla in its 
simplest form means Busy Place, it 
does have an extended, subtle mean¬ 
ing typical of the Indian languages 
which make them so difficult for the 
European to learn. ‘Get busy before 
you leave this place,” is approxi¬ 
mately what Shwee Quesayla really 
means. And campers CAN get busy, 
perhaps not helping around the 
campsite, but by exploring the 
lovely Oowichan Valley. 

It is a welcoming, undemanding 
paradise for fisherman, pho¬ 
tographer. hiker, painier. naturalist, 
or just plain loafer. The variety is 
endless. From the inland head of the 
valley fo the sea 4jjere is a wide 
range of flora and fauna because of 
the many different biotic zones — 


alpine meadow, mountain, rain 
forest, and the dry coastal area sim¬ 
ilar to the Gulf Islands. 

Much of the valley is fertile farm 
land. Prize cattle graze in sweeping 
meadows wTested from the forest by 
early settlers. All this was once the 
land of the Cowichan Indian. It fed. 
clothed and sheltered him and gave 
him tall cedars for His poles and ca¬ 
noes. 

“Our big cedars are all gone 
now,” says Simon sadly. He has tc 
go to a lumber company' tor the 
timber he needs. Only one tree of 
the right length for a roof beam for 
his longhouse could be found on re¬ 
serve land. 

This is an area full of Indian his¬ 
tory, myth, and legend. Simon 
enjoys telling about the notorious 
nineteenth century Chief Tzouhalem 
whose multi-murders of husbands 
released 14 (even perhaps 40, the 
stories vary) unfortunate women 
forced to become his wives. Under¬ 
standable circumstances caused the 
Chief to take refuge in a cave on the 
mountain overlooking Cowichan 
Bay, known as Tzouhalem Moun¬ 
tain. 

The Chief’s dramatic and bloody 
end is best related by Simon. He will 
also tell you how the son of the 
Great Spirit is supposed to have 
come to earth in the Cowichan Val¬ 
ley and chased the sinners to the 
highest slopes of this mountain. 
There he turned them into rocks. 

Probably Mount Prevost, the val¬ 
ley’s most outstanding landmark, 
has pride of place in local Indian 
folklore. Legend has it that its sum¬ 
mit served as a refuge for the sole 
Cowichan survivor of the Flood, that 
universal catastrophe which has its 
counterpart in the myths of every 
race. Luckily a woman from Saan¬ 
ich also survived and somehow 
manged to join up with the Cow¬ 
ichan. The future of the tribe was 
thus assured. 

The chilling legend of Quamichan 
I-ake, named for an evil flying 
giantess, is a satisfyingly scary 
story for the young campers. Simon 
has a tale he is wiUling to relate for 
every landmark, including one about 
an ancestor’s adventures on Koksi¬ 
lah Ridge where he spent four solid 
years searching for his “power” or 
guiding spirit, only to find it waiting 
for him at home. 

Simon Charlie would like to write 
about the history of his family one 
day. Meanwhile he is fully occupied 
fulfilling important orders for his 
carvings, and completing his dream 
for Shwee Quesayla.

Beryl took solace in food 
and soon weighed more than 350 
pounds. Her attempts to reduce 
failed time and again. Her doctor 
became discouraged. Beryl con¬ 
tinued to eat her way to greater and 
yet greater obesity. 

Some choose to climb Mount 
Everest, some to swim the Channel 
or to trek solo to Antarctica. Such 
urges demand courage, personal dis- 
cipine. dedication, determination. 
The same drive must be inherent in 
obese people who succeed in losing 
weight and in maintaining their 
new-found slimness. Obesity is re¬ 
cognized as a major health problem 
in North America, comparable to 
drug, alcohol and tobacco addiction. 

The astonishing proliferation of 
TOPS Chapters indicates current in¬ 
terest in weight control. The psy¬ 
chology of competition and support 
involved in group attack on obesity 
is a basic principle of TOPS (take 
oif pounds sensibly). 

No weight reduction program is 
permitted in a TOPS Chapter'with¬ 
out a medical checkup and written 
approval from a doctor who sets 
proper weight-loss objectives. 


There are now' 1.167 TOPS 
Chapters in Canada: 11,334 in the 
United States, plus more than 128 in 
such distant places as Kuwait, Ara¬ 
bia, Italy, Japan. Greece, Holland, 
Guam and Ecuador. Germany, Ice¬ 
land, Morocco, the Philippines. Scot¬ 
land, Spain. Turkey. Belgium, Ber¬ 
muda and Okinawa. 

Beryl Bell alternated from 
Chapter Queen of the Week to 
Chapter Pig as her weight went 
down or discouragingly up. She 
cheerfully kept her natural sense of 
humor, her sociability and her ca¬ 
pacity for laughter through the ups 
and downs. 

Beryl recalls the war years when 
she was a volunteer on the staff of 
the canteen organized to provide a 
home-away-from-home for the many 
men stationed for training at the 
army camp, the Spit naval base and 
Comox air base. The daily program 
was arranged by Courtenay women- 
and girls to include refreshments, 
dances, entertainment. Friendships 
formed at the Canteen Centre con¬ 
tinue today through letters .and 
visits. 

Beryl gave leadership, a record 
number of hours volunteer workjt 
friendly participation and vivacious 
support to the patriotic program. 
She says she learned there the fun 
and support in group activities, les¬ 
sons which have stood her in good 
stead in her weight-loss project. 

August. 1970, was important for 
Beryl Ball. She decided not to go it 
alone any longer, but to join TOPS 
Chapter. She had taken months to 
lose 20 pounds and was officially 
weighed in by the Chapter at 330& 
pounds. 

Her doctor had told her that her 
blood pressure was again dan¬ 
gerously high. Increasing physical 
discomfort in walking, breath¬ 
lessness and the threat implied in 
the doctor’s report firmed her re¬ 
solve to rid herself of the useless 
fat. 

The TOPS Club assigned two of¬ 
ficial weighers whose duty was to 
accompany Beryl weekly to Punt- 
ledge Lumber Company’s industrial 
scale* for a weigh-in. No ordinary 


scales could accomplish the task of ] 
recording her weight. 

It was a red letter day three j 
months later when on Nov. 2, 1970, 
Beryl was down to 299 pounds. It 
was the first time in her adult life 
that Beryl was under 300 pounds. At 
many points in time she had been in 
excess of the 350 mark. | 

Her doctor had set a weight loss 
goal for 135 pounds. To qualify for a 
Century Medallion Award, Beryl 
was required to lose a minimum of 
100 pounds, them to maintain the loss 
for 52 consecutive weeks. By Cen¬ 
tury Medallion Award Day Beryl 
had 135 pounds and as of June 
she weighed 188*4 pounds, a loss of 
142*a pounds from her registered 
high of 330*i in August of 1970. 

The 1.400 convention delegates 
acclaimed her success. Her doctor 
has given permission for a further £ 
10 pounds loss and Beryl is merrily 
on her way. 

She says she never could have 
reached her goal without the tireless 
support given by her fellow' TOPS 
and the careful supervision of her 
doctor. Beryl had learned the 
dangers lurking in candies, cookies, 
rich dishes, gravies and sauces. She 
knows that the late-night'fenack is to* 
tally forbidden, that cream and des¬ 
serts are taboo. She knows there can 
be no let down of vigilance or weight 
will rise again. 

She is relishing the fact that her 
waist measures a slender 35 inches, 
dowm from 50 plus. She can see that 
her other basic measurements are 
in graceful proportion to her height 
and bone structure. A major bonus 
is that her blood pressure is normal. 
Beryl has calculated that her heart 
has been forced to pump blood a dis¬ 
tance of 75 miles through her body, 
second after second, minute after 
minute, hour, day, week, month and 
year after year without pause. "No 
wonder it protested. No wonder I

Perhaps both you and your family are 
not too enthusiastic about cooked vegetables 
because you continue to cook them in the same 
old way. Have you ever wondered why the vege¬ 
tables cooked by the Chinese have such a mar- 
velouse texture, excellent flavor and color? 

These characteristics can be attributed to 
their method of cooking . . . “stir frying” they 
call it. Ob you could call it '• panning”. It is a fine 
way to prepare all the lovely vegetables we find 
if) our markets right now. 


TO PAN VEOETABI.ES . . . melt a little but¬ 
ter or margarine in a large heavy skillet, add 
prepared medley of vegetables (especially attrac¬ 
tive when cut in interesting shapes and when con¬ 
trasting colors and flavors are used). Sprinkle 
lightly with salt. Some vegetables take longer to 
cook than others . . . cook these slightly first. It

may be necessary t«» add a tiny little bit of 
water. Cover fry pan, heat quickly to create 
steam then deduce heat and cook until vege¬ 
tables are tender crisp.

You can brighten and enhance the flavor 
of the vegetables yoq will be serving for your 
Thanksgiving dinner with wisps of herbs, 
smidgins of spice and sprinklings of aromatic 
seeds. Here are some ugjgestlons for compa¬ 
tible herbs and spices . . . 

Broccoli, Brussels Sprouts, ('ahlmge and Cau¬ 
liflower . . . dill, mafjoram, cetery seed, basil, 
mustard and curry powder. 

Carrots . . . allspice, cloves cinnamon, gin¬ 
ger. basil and curry' powder. 

Celery ... all herbs, especially basil, thyme, 
rosemary and tarragon. 

Onions . . . celery seed, chili powder, curry 
powder, mustard, sesame seeds, nutmeg. 

Green Peas . . . basil, mint, thyme, itutmeg. 


Green and Yellow Beans . . . thyme, savory, 
tarragon, sesame seeds, mustard. 

Corn ... curry powder, nutmeg, oregano. 

Beets ... celery seed, dill, whole closes, 
allspice, cinnamon. 

Use only a whisper of these herbs or spices. 
The seeds can be used generously. 

Small cooking onions parboiled then glazed in 
the oven are delicious with turkey, chicken or 
ham. Peel and parboil whole onions in boiling 
salted water until almost tender, they should be 
tender but still firm. Drain very well then ar¬ 
range in shallow, buttered casserole. Mix equal 
parts honey and catsup. Pour over onions, dust 
lightly with nutmeg and sprinkle generously with 
sesame seeds. Place in a very hot oven or under 
the broiler until onions are glazed. 

Spiced little whole beet* eon be served 
hot or cold, thev are a lovely color accent.

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We British Columbians know 
the truth of our auto plate slogan

until we 'have seen the north we 
can't know the full import of those 
words. + ‘ 

And the piece de resistance of B.C. must be 
the length of Highway 16 — YeUowhead 1(5 — 
ffrnn Prince George to Prince Rupert along the 
Bulkley and Skeena Rivers. 

j[n 1863, Charles Horetzky. the black-bearded 
railway photographer, walked in from the east 
over Yellowhead Pass (known then as Leather 
Pass), and later, missionaries and adventurers 
walked north through the Fraser and Chilcotin 
country to the present Yellowhead route. Either 
way it was a long walk. 

But in the comfort of a car or camper there 
Is no excuse for even one member of B.C. travell¬ 
ing society not to feast his or her eyes on the 
magnificence to be found along the Yellowhead. 

Come whet your travelling appetite with a 
printed teaser of the trip. 

As towns go. Prince George is boomingly 
going. Northerners call Prince George "Prince” 
and Prince Rupert “Rupert.” 

If you roll into Prince on a day when the 
wind is wrong, the smell of money — pulp mill 
effluent — is rather overpowering but who wants 
to consort with the aroma of progress in popu¬ 
lated areas when they can see and smell beauty? 

One hundred or so miles west of Prince you 
are in northern cattle country and Burns Lake is 
the centre for that industry. Indigenous north¬ 
erners knew and know they have a groat country 
but about 10 years ago, a passing American 
tourist stopped at Burns Lake, scratched his 
head, listened to the unique sound of silence and 
asked himself what he was doing living in the 
States. He went home, packed his belongings, 
gathered his family and headed back. Now’ a 
whole settlement of displaced American ranch 
'-types have made the Bums I-ake area their 
home. They arc popular. They traded what they 
had for the north and are satisfied with their 
decision. 

Burns Lake gets cold — Manitoba 60 degree 
below zero cold — but the glorious hot summers 
compensate and the winter months are used for 
soul expansion and perfecting handicrafts. 

..After leaving Bums Lake. Decker Lake and 
Smithers with its backdrop of mountain peaks, 
you follow the BUlkley down to the three Hazle- 
tons . . . South Hazelton, New Hazelton and just 
plain Hazettbn. This is where the Bulkley and 
Skeena Rivers make such a whirling ‘to do’ of 
their marriage. 

Stay for a while: there’s so much to see other 
than the wonderland of scenery. The modern steel 
bridge just off Highway 16 toward Hazelton at 
Hagwilget has an interesting history. It is said 
that the Braves made their women, then their 
horses traverse the bridge before they would try 
it themselves. 

The original vines were later reinforced with 
-'"wire from coils left lying by the ton by the men 
who were building the Collins Overland Telegraph 
around the world. 

The successful second laying of the trans- 
Atlantic cable in 1866 made the dream of circling 
the world with a telegraph system obsolete. But 
CoHips’ men had pushed their way through virgin 
territory beyond Hazelton before they heard the 
new's that the world would be served information 
by underground cable. The abandoned equipment 
was left where it lay. 

Here too at Hazelton — the northern terminus 
of the old Skeena riverboats — the Indians’ past 
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is reclaimed in the construction of a life-size 
model of an Indian village, including longhouse, 
totem poles and handicrafts for sale. 

The only discordant note in the village is -a 
raven’s resting place in the form of our former 
premier. From a worm’s eye view of the totem 
pole the eye travels***ip the hand-hewp images to 
the carving of Bennett on top and boggles in dis¬ 
belief. A Hazelton Tsimpshian Indian was heard 
to whisper. "It takes that many of our carvings to^ 
hold him up.” 

Take a side trip 12 miles or so from Hazelton 
to the authentic Indian village of Kispipx. 

Many missionaries advocated the burning of 
totem poles as heathen images, but the poles at 
Kispiox survived unscathed — except by time — 
and serve as historical reminders to the people of 
the continuity of their heritage. The people of 
Kispiox are proud. 

The small village of South Hazelton is trying 
to live down its reputation as having grown from 
the red light district of Hazelton and the girls who 
served the railway crews during the laving of 
steel in 1910-12. 

Leave the Hazeltons now with their proud 
mountain guardian, Rocher de Boule pointing a 
craggy finger heavenward and stop a few miles 
west at the Indian village of Kitsequecla. Here, 
time-worn totems rise upward at crazy angles 
from the earth and in the tangled undergrowth of 
gardens you may uncover an old headstone or 
stone animal figure placed with losing hands a 
century ago in memory of a bygone Chief. 

Rumblings are already heralding the time 
when the Skeena Valley ‘haves’ and ‘have-nots’ 
farm fighting forces but right now the Indians 
and whites, perhaps because of the serene gran¬ 
deur surrounding them, have felt obliged to stand 
longer together in silence and humility and the 
Indian villages are still willingly open to courte¬ 
ous visitors. 

You’ll come next to a sign which says 
“Meanskinisht” fthe English name Is Cedarvale) 
and if you’d like to circle the road loop which 
hangs below the main highway you’ll probably 


. east of Prince George. 


see Agnes Sutton out working in her huge gar¬ 
den. 

To appreciate this elderly Indian lady better 
you might be interested in a history sketch. Her 
father, Samuel Bright, a Nishga man from the 
Nass Valley to the north, walked down the 
‘Grease Trail’ (so named because it was used for 
the manual transportation of boxes of oolichan 
grease from the Nass to Skeena Valleys for trad¬ 
ing purposes) 140 miles through dense forest to 
the Kispiox Valley. 

At Kispiox the Trail’s southern terminus, 
Sam met Reverend Tomlinson who, with his wife 
and children, had preceded Sam to Kispiox and* 
was leaving for a spot a few miles west to es¬ 
tablish a new village. Sam met and married 
Agnes’ mother, a Kispiox girl, and went witlb 
Tomlinson to his new village called Meanskinisht. * 

Samuel Bright is remembered on the Skeena 
as one of the best rivermen that the turbulent 
waters of the river ever tried to toss from a 
canoe. In his 50-f6ot-long, four-foot-wide, dugout 
canoe which could hold five tons of cargo. Sant 
plied the Skeena during the summer months with 
the Queen's mall from Hazelton to the present 
site of Terrace. 

From this location °he carried the mail to the 
head of Douglas Channel where Kitimat now 
stands. His freight was back-packed during the 
summer and by dog team in the winter. 

Agnes, now’ 80 years of age, has the courage 
and the fortitude of Sam Bright, her father. Her 
humble frame cottage which she calls her ‘pal¬ 
ace’ stands at the foot of the Seven Sisters moun¬ 
tains. The strength of the mountains and the 
rushing Skeena at her doorstep runs in her veins. 
Her garden is immense and she sows seeds, not 
only for food but for the joy of watching new life 
and as she straightens her bent back and wipes 
the perfume of soil from her gnarled hands, one 
can see the lines of joy etched in her beautiful 
face. 

Her old-fashioned smokehouse Is full of the 
Bounty of the River, hanging in tempting rows 
from sapling poles over a smoking cottonwood 


Yukon has its solitude, Quebec its special 'Old World' charm, the Maritimes 
Newfoundland their beauty and ancient history, the Prairies have the singu¬ 
larity of allowing the traveller to stretch his eyes, Ontario offers lakes and industry. 
But B.C. has it all . . . the solitude and the roar, the ocean and moun¬ 
tains, pastoral stillness and rushing rivers. 
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lire. The power, the beauty and the stolidity of 
Agnes Sutton is jiart of the landscape she calls 
home. The crowned nobility of man’s chosen roy¬ 
alty falls pathetically short of the majesty of this 
simple Indian woman. 

Leave Meanskinisht and drive along Yelknv- 
head (which grey ribbon appears so tame be¬ 
side the rushing black waters of the ajacent 
Skeena) and see here and there a tumbledown log 
cabin, the castle <jf some old prospector’s dream, 
and let your mind go back into nistory a little — 
not far. just 60 y^ars. 

Listen carefully now and in memory’s echoes 
you can hear the sharp shriH screech of a stem- 
wheeler as she navigates the sharp corners of the 
river at Kitselas Canyon where the "men of the 
canyon’’ the Kitselas people, once controlled all 
river trade. If you’re the hardy type you can walk 
a couple of miies down a faintly discernible trail 
and see the ringbolts in the canyon walls through 
which the riverboet men passed steel cables to 
winch their buffeted crafts through the narrow- 
canyon with its ninety-degree turns. 

The raifroad, first the Grand Trunk Pacific 
and now the CN, was finished for traffic in 1914 
and spelled the demise of the riverboats but until 
1912 the sternwheelers were the lifeline of food 
and supplies to Hudson’s Bay men staffing forts 
in the interior, to missionaries and to the men 
building the telegraphs and railway. 

Twelve miles from Kitselas you will reach a 
bridge with a sign which says: "No horses al¬ 
lowed on the sidewalk^' and you wait for the 
gTeen light. 

A political football since she was built in 1926, 
the Skeena Bridge spans the river at Terrace. 
Now the old bridge shivers her timbers each 
time the pile-driver booms its path into the river¬ 
bed for the adjacent new bridge which will put 
her out of business >... none too soon for Ter- 
racites. 

Terrace can’t help being terrific, and what 
makes this small northern town a tourist's para¬ 
dise is not just the 8-foot wide tree-lined main 
street but also its juxtaposition to some of the 
most fascinating tourists’s fare in Canada. 

Just 50 miles north of Terrace — plan the trip 
for* a weekend when the Nass Road, a logging 
road, is open to the public — are 15 miles of lava 
beds left to posterity by a volcanic eruption just 
a couple of hundred years ago. Miles of black 
rocks tumbled over the countryside as an inkling 
of the. extent of Mother Nature’s temper. Wear 
thick-soled shoes as you tramp over the huge 
boulders to rock hunt ... the terrain can be 
treacherous. , 

Twenty-five miles from Terrace to the south¬ 
east over another logging road is a fossil fan¬ 
cier’s fantasyland. Take a sharp rock axe and 
cut yourself a million-year-old snail or leaf im¬ 
print from the shale on the mountainside just $ 
few steps from your car on Copper Mountain. 

Of course you win want to take Highway 25 
southwest of Terrace to see the Instant aluminum 
town of Kitimat, 36 miles away. Neatly laid out in 
rows of houses encircling a shopping centre of 
of black asphalt, Kitimat was hewed from the 
forest just 25 years ago and at that time was 
one of the most extensive commercial enter¬ 
prises financed by private funds. 

A prosperous town boasting a potpourri popu¬ 
lation gathered from around the world, Kitimat is 
a typical company town where everything is 
planned down to the last pebble. 

Some say that the planners thought of every¬ 
thing except people. Clouds of affluent effluent 
belch from the smelter smokestacks to pollute the 
countryside. Close your eyes as you pass the 
windward side of the smelter because one whole 
mountainside is dead. The north has its ecological 
woes also. An interesting town Kitimat. it shows 
what man can do to Nature in just 25 years. 

Highway 25 is a deadend road. So half way 
back to Terrace wash the bad taste from your 
mind in the warm healthful hot springs which are 
commercially harnessed for your benefit. The 
water is "ouch’’ hot at first and then blissfully 
pleasant and doesn’t have the sulphur smell of 
most hot springs. After you relax in the pool take 
a walk down to the shores of Lakelse Lake. Ter¬ 
race’s summer playground. 

If you're a fisherman you can believe the fish 
stories. An S2-pound Chinook salmon was 
caught in the Skeena just five minutes from 
downtown Terrace a couple of years ago by a 
14-year-old local lad. The close-by Copper River 
abounds in that elusive angler-prized steelhead 
and the Kitsumkalem River and Lake, but a few 
minutes by car. are home to taste-tempting 
trout. It’s almost true that you must hide behind 
a tree to bait your hook, the fish are so plentiful.

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Sainton rush up and down the Skeena looking for 
lures and you can t help taking home a picture 
of the one that didn’t get away. 

You will hate to leave when you've enjoyed 
seeing and feeling the .sights of Terrace, but 
there’s still more magnificence to explore on the 
drive to Rupert, 93 miles west. 

If you’re tenting or trailering there are go¬ 
vernment campsites, some larger and some 
smaller than at Kleanza or Lakelse Lake where 
you stayed during your Terrace sojourn, but all 
offering the scenic settings of the Pacific 
northwest. 

Until last year, Yellowhead 16. left its title of 
superhighway behind in Terrace and the rest off 
the way to Rupert was what might be termed an 
adventure in driving. But vCith Rupert now in the 
process of harbor development to warrant being 
named Canada’s 10th National Harbor’s Board 
Port, the road has improved to the excellence of 
its formerly better three-quarters. 

Rupert itself is perhaps more beautiful in an¬ 
ticipation than in fact, but it does have a fishy 
charm all its own. The Halibut Capital of the 
world (Terrace is the Pole Capital of the north, 


they think big up there) thrived solely on its fish¬ 
ing industry until the mid 50s w hen the pulp mill 
was built and the people’s talk is still about fish. 
A diminishing fleet of packers, trawlers, gillnet- 
ters and seiners still picks its way in and out of 
the lovely harbor. 

The towering forests of the Pacific coast sur¬ 
round this small city in j-our northwest which 
was nothing but wooden sidewalks thrown across 
muskeg in 1909. 

Prince Rupert is the gateway to Alaska and 
the Pacific rim countries away out in the sunset. 
In a steady stream during the summer months, 
American tourists and Canadians too, take the 
Big Circle Route on the Alaska Highway from 
Dawson Creek to the Marine Highway and even¬ 
tually pass east or west through Prince Rupert. 
Tourism is big busines In Rupert. 

Unless you visit the misty Queen Charlotte 
Islands to beachcomb on the peaceful beerhes or 
watch the Haida Indians carving their local ar¬ 
gillite you are at the end off the line. 
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From Indian camp, virgin wilderness and palisade, to provincial capital and 
metropolis: the cities of Victoria and Vancouver have indeed witnessed change 
over the past 130 years. In not much more than a human lifetime, the one, despite 
isolation by sea, has become capital of Canada's western-most province, the 
other an international port and third largest city in the nation.

nonymous Thousands Carved 
Empire from Wilderness

When the first white man visited these lonely shores 
some 200 years ago (and earlier, if one is to qfcept claims 
made for the adventurers Sir Francis Drake and Juan 
de Fuca), the vast, uncharted hinterland later to be 
known as New Caledonia, and, latterly, as British Co¬ 
lumbia, was unexplored even by its native residents; a 
lonely, brooding eden of mountain, river and forest rich 
beyond the wildest imagination in furs, minerals and 
other natural resources beyond listing. 


After the explorer had come the 
fur trader, then the miner, settler 
and merchant; the anonymous thou¬ 
sands who carved a modem indus¬ 
trialized empire from wilderness. 
Within a century, where once only 
the raven flew, the salmon spawned 
and .primitive tribesmen hunted, 
cities, factories and other man-made 
wonders have blossomed. 

Once, long before “civilization” 
came to reign over this shore, when 
the Indian still enjoyed sovereignty, 
a farseeing pidneer had penned of 
the Fraser Valley: ”... The imagi¬ 
nation wanders into the future, when 
this green plain shall be dotted with 
herds and the tangled growth of 
forests which now covers the virgin 
soil of the uplands shall take its 
place; when the eye from this spot 
will rest on many a hamlet and the 
sound of human voices and human 
industry will fill the space where 
now is silence and solitude . . .” 

And so his prophecy has come to 
pass: not only for the Fraser Val¬ 
ley. but for much of B.C. In some 
remote localities, progress has come 
and departed with phoenix-like 
swiftness, monuments of human 
labor and ingenuity having been re¬ 
claimed by the forest where, today, 
only the ghosts of pioneers linger in 
the shadows . .. 

Despite its problems with its 
help, as evidenced by the likes of 
such eccentrics as Captains Grant 
and Langford, not to mention the il¬ 
lustrious Mr. Melrose, the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. continued to profit at Vic¬ 
toria, and the number of colonists, 
discouraged though they were by the 
monopoly’s prices and aloofness, in¬ 
creased in number. As early as 1849, 
local grain was being shipped all the 
way to Alaska, although furs con¬ 
tinued to be the company’s stock in 
trade. 

By this time. Fort Victoria was 
enjoying the visits of more and 
more of Her Majesty’s fighting 
ships. Reason for their calls was 
twofold: firstly, as evidence of Bri¬ 
tain’s growing influence in the Pa¬ 
cific. and, secondly, a S' a healthy 
reminder to the Indians who had 
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settled about the fort that Her 
Majesty was keeping a close eye on 
her distant subjects. 

HMS Constance. Capt. George 
Courtenay commanding, had ably 
demonstrated the deterring effect erf 
heavily armed men upon the natives 
when, upon entering Esquimalt Har¬ 
bor, he had heard gunfire and no¬ 
ticed an Indian armada paddling 
rapidly for the fort. Fearing the 
worst. Courtenay led four boats to 
the scene, where he found "only 
some Flatterys haranguing the Cla- 
lams in front of the fort.’’ Courtenay 
immediately put a stop to the distur¬ 
bance with a Seven-gun salute and 
display of strength, marching his 30 
marines asrore to take up position 
at the gate. 

In 1846 the survey ships Fisgard 
and Pandora had charted the har¬ 
bors of Victoria and Esquimalt. 
Four years after, in March of 1850, 
HMS Driver anchored in the Inner 
Hartx>r, to the booming of the fort’s 
guns, as Richard Blanshard, first 
governor of the Crown Colony of 
Vancouver Island, was rowed ashore 
to take up his new duties. 

Sadly, his period of office was to 


be brief and unhappy. Judged by 
one researcher as having been “un¬ 
known and completely inexperi¬ 
enced,” the 32-year-old barrister 
faced insurmountable problems fromV 
the outset due to the inherent 
flict of jurisdiction which existed be¬ 
tween his office as governor, and 
Douglas’ as chief factor of the all- 
powerful Hudson’s Bay Co. 

Blanshard’s “was an unhappy lot 
during the year and a half that he 
remained in the colony,” wrote B. 
A. McKelvie. “He received no sal¬ 
ary and no allowance for expenses; 
cosjt of living was high, and indepen¬ 
dent settlers were few. The majority 
of the white inhabitants of the Island 
were employed by the company, and 
looked to the officials of that organi¬ 
zation for instructions. The result 
was that the unfortunate governor 
had little to do, except (to spend* 
his time in hating the company, 
which he blamed for all his woes.” 

This assessment of the young 
governor (who apparently, also 
suffered from recurring bouts of 
malaria) is, perhaps, unjustly 
harsh. However, his continuing dis¬ 
putes with the iron-walled Douglas 
led to his submitting his resignation 
within eight months of his landing in 
Fort Victoria. The final crisis had 
been the murder of three runaway 
seamen by Nahwittie braves at Fort 
Rupert, which had been established 
as a trading post and coal mine at 
the northeastern tip of the Island. 

When word of the atrocity 
reached Victoria, Blanshard sailed 
north aboard HMS Daedalus to re¬ 
store order. The police action, unfor¬ 
tunately, proved disastrous when, at 
the governor’s order, bluejackets 
stormed and burned the Nahwittie 
village without arresting the guilty 
men. A month afterward, embit¬ 
tered by the impossible limitations 
of his office, which, in effect, was no 
more than a “paper post.” Blan¬ 
shard gave his resignation and. upon

its eventual acceptance by the colo¬ 
nial office (official dispatches taking 
months to reach London), left the 
colony forever in the autumn of 
1851. 

In the meantime. Douglas, as 
chief falctor, had settled another In¬ 
dian question in Victoria; namely, 
that of ownership of the land. Sum¬ 
moning'the Songhees chieftains, he 
offered to purchase, “for a certain 
remuneration,” all the lands but 
those on which were situated vil- .* 
lages and fenced fields throughout 
the “District of Victoria from Gor- % 
don Head on Arro Strait to Point Al¬ 
ter! on the Strait of Juan de Fuca.” 
Upon their accepting his offer, each 
member of the tribe was to receive . 
his share in cash. Further negotia¬ 
tions with the Clallam tribe saw the 
company purchase all lands from 
"Albert Point to Sooke Inlet,” the * 
Sooke tribe surrendering their 
claims to the soil as far as Sheringh- 
am Point ^ 

The total cost of the transactions 
came to the magnificent sum of 
£150.3.4. In return, the natives were < 
not required to vacate the land and 
retained the right to hunt and “to 
carry on their fisheries with the 
same freedom as when they were 
sole occupants of the land.” The 
only restrictions placed upon them 
was that they could not resell the 
land to private parties. 

In making these arrangements 
with the local tribes, Douglas gave 
scant thought to the question of their 
ownership other than that the Songh- 
and Clallams had been there 
i^bn his arrival in 1842. Yet one 
man was moved to query how long 
these peoples actually had occupied 
the southern end of Vancouver Is¬ 
land. James Deans, the young tile- 
maker of Craigflower Farm, had 
turned his attention to archaeology 
and anthropology and, upon return¬ 
ing from studies in Edinburgh, ex¬ 
amined scores of ancient cairns 
which he had noticed at Cadboro 
Bay and in present-day Beacon Hill 
Park. 

These "ghost heaps” were burial 
mounds of boulders neatly placed in 
clearings. Under every circular 
mound. Deans found the skeleton of 
an Indian of whom—even today—ex¬ 
perts have learned little. It is known 
that the Indians of Deans’ time 
knew- nothing of their predecessors, 
who had pre-dated them by as much 
as 1.000 years. Curiously, the re¬ 
mains examined had been buried on 
their side, with the knees tucked 
under the chin, hands over the face. 
Some showed signs of having been 
partly cremated; all had been vege¬ 
tarians, as evidenced by their teeth. 
Other such graves have been found 
as far north as Comox, on the B.C. 
and American mainland, and in the 
Gulf Islands. But the questions origi¬ 
nally posed by the inquisitive James 
Deans remain, for the most part, 
unanswered. 

Whoever they may have been, 
they vanished totally and mysteri-

ously. and those natives vvha had 
settled in the vicinity of Fort Vic¬ 
toria when the first whites landed 
had eagerly signed away their birth¬ 
rights to the Hudson's Bay Co. 
Some, however, viewed the white 
man's coming with hostility; partic¬ 
ularly as the number of settlers ( the 
fur company’s opposition notwith¬ 
standing) increased steadily, and 
the clearing of trees and erection of 
homes spread ever further from the 
fort. In the neighboring areas of 
Metchosin, Sooke and “Sanitch,” 
settlers were hard at work clearing 
the land to raise sheep, cattle, vege¬ 
tables and wheat, some of which 
were exported to the Old Country. 

With the discovery of coal at 
Nanaimo, another new industry, 
that of logging, took its first, grop¬ 
ing steps at Victoria with the ship¬ 
ping of several cargoes of pilings to 
California. Other signs of a growing 
settlement had appeared by the 
close of 1853, the fort's first real 
schoolhouse having been built across 
the Gorge from Craigflower Farm. 
As yet, Victoria lacked a church <a 
need not corrected until 1856), al¬ 
though Bishop Modeste Demers and 
several priests now served the com¬ 
munity’s Catholics; Rev. Staines of 
the stinging birch and rebellious 
temperament finding the time to at¬ 
tend to the educational and spiritual 
needs of Protestants, as well as to 
the health and welfare of his 
beloved piggery. 

With Fort Victoria's steady ad¬ 
vancement toward the status of a 
real settlement (it now boasted 87 
buildings, homes and warehouses in¬ 
cluded), Governor Douglas shared 
some of the burdens of office with a 
full council, and four magistrates 
had been appointed to administer 
the Queen’s justice. As further evi¬ 
dence of colonial growth, Vancouver 
Island’s first tax had been levied 
against the importation of liquor ; an 
innovation which served not only to 
earn much needed revenue for the 
colony coffers, but to attack the 
“crying and prevalent sin of this 
colony,” which Robert Melrose had 
noted so eloquently in his Craig- 
flower almanack. 
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Reasoned the teetotalling Doug¬ 
las: "I do not suppose that the duty 
will [Hit a stop to drunkenness, but 
it will at least take from the tippler 
a part of the means devoted to in¬ 
temperance, and that part will bej 
applied to the'substantial improv 
ment of the country and to count* 
act in some measure the influence^ 
of his eril example.” 

Far from the mainstream of civi¬ 
lized life, the little oupost of Victoria 
and colony of Vancouver Island ad¬ 
vanced ever so slowly towards pros¬ 
perity and settlement. heavHy insu¬ 
lated from world affairs. But, im¬ 
perceptible though it may have 
been, the tempo was increasing and 
two events — one on the other side 
of the world — were to ultimately 


plunge the quiet community into the 
heart of international affairs. 

The first occurred early in 1854, 
when thundering Russian and Brit¬ 
ish cannon heralded the outbreak of 
the Crimean War. Although the 
closest Victoria came t) experienc¬ 
ing the horrors of war was the ill- 
fated attack by British and French 
forces on Petropaulovsk, the widen¬ 
ing conflict at last focussed the at¬ 
tention of British naval authorities 
on Vancouver Island's strategic lo¬ 
cation. Consequently, Rear Admiral 
Bruce, Pacific Squadron Com- 
mander-in-Chief. instructed Gov. 
Douglas to stock pile provisions and 
coal and to build a small naval hos¬ 
pital.

Boating a Big Fish 


There's noting more frustrating 
than losing a large fish right at the 
boat. It happens often and is usually 
caused by the fish being "green” or 
still full of fight. 

Many anglers, in the excitement 
of hooking and playing a big fish, 
fail to realize that it takes time to 
wear down a fish to the point that it 
can be safely handled. Here are 
some tips that will help you boat the 
next big fish you catch. 

Be sure your equipment is in top 
condition. Test the reel to see that 
the drag is set at the right tension, 
and will function properly when it’s 
needed. Inspect the line glides for 
worn places which would'; weaken 
monofilament line, and ctieck the 
line itself for damage. 

When a fish strikes, raisfe the rod 
quickly and firmly to set the hook. 
Never let slack into the liM. With 
a large fish, it’s sometimes possible 
to turn him away from sitags and 
other underwater debris by pumping 
the rod in slow motion. Don’t jerk 
against the fish; that will only pop 
the line. 


If your fish goes to the bottom 
and sulks, it sometimes helps to 
strum the line like a guitar. The 
resulting vibrations will cause the 
fish to move and you can then begin 
heading him toward the boat. 

If he jumps, lower the rod tip 
and let some slack into the line. 
A tight line will break as the fish’s 
weight comes against it. When the 
fish hits water again, immediately 
raise the rod and take back the 
slack. 

As long as you can control the 
fish, let him run until he comes to 
the boat willingly. Then either land 
him with a net, or grasp the lower 
jaw (if it’s a toothless variety of 
fish) and lift the fish into the boat. 

One thing to remember is not to 
hurry! After all, the real enjoyment 
in fishing comes in catching and 
playing fish. 


Trout are at their best in water 
that is high in mineral content, but 
they can thrive in swamp-water 
ponds, soft-water lakes, and rushing 
creeks of high rainfall areas. 


ed readily and, in short order, Fort 
Victoria boasted a three-building 
military hospital capable of han¬ 
dling up to 100 patients. Ironically, 
the hospital was to have but a single 
serviceman for a patient (and he 
suffering from scurvy) but the die 
had been cast: Victoria’s Esquimalt 
Harbor would, in the not-so-distant 
future, become a world - important 
naval base; first for Her Majesty’s 
ships, later for those of the young 
Royal Canadian Navy. 

Victoria’s active participation in 
the Crimean conflict had been limit¬ 
ed to Douglas’ arming of the com¬ 
pany steamer Otter and formation 
of the colony’s first militia force, 
consisting of 10 men (a sergeant, 
corporal and eight privates). Which, 
perhaps, is as much as could be ex¬ 
pected of a colony which boasted no 
more than 774 whites, only 232 of 
whom resided at Victoria. However, 
causing Douglas considerably 
greater anxiety than the remote 
threat of Russian attack was the 
Island's native population (estimat¬ 
ed at some 26,000 persons), which 
had been augmented by the im¬ 
migration of up to 2.100 Haidas from 
the Queen Charlottes: "the most 
warlike, ignorant and barbarous 
people on the coast." 

One other military question 
which claimed Victoria’s attention 
during this restive period was that 
of British sovereignty over the 
neighboring San Juan Islands; a re¬ 
grettable chapter in northwest his¬ 
tory which would come to be called 
the “Pig War,” and lead to the Unit¬ 
ed States securing sole possession of 
the disputed archipelago through ar¬ 
bitration. 

But the greatest crisis of all aro¬ 
se in the spring of 1858, when the ex¬ 
cited cry, “Gold!” swept from the 
interior to change the course of his¬ 
tory; not only that of Vancouver 
Island and mainland British Colum¬ 
bia. but of the Pacific Northwest— 
and beyond.

With several notable exceptions, lilce Asimov's Foun¬ 
dation trilogy, John Brunner's masterly doomsday books. 
Stand on Zanzibar, The Jagged Orbit, and Piers An¬ 
thony's incredible Macroscope, the most enjoyable form 
of science fiction is still the short story. 


The short story is the outrider of 
changing styles, die trail-blazer of 
new trends in this vast (and still 
under-rated) field of fiction. 

It’s exciting, then, to come across 
editor Terry Carr and his THE 
BEST SCIENCE FICTION OF THE 
YEAR, NO. 2 (Ballantine Books, S70 
pages, $1.25), ». collection of 16 
•tones that tickle the imagination. 

Carr has sacrificed ingenuity for 
readibiHty. The stories are modern. 


crisp, and suitably scary. Notable is 
a novella by Vietnam veteran Joa 
W. Haldeman called Hero, about a 
group of futuristic foot-soldiers put 
through grueling army training in 
preparation for war against an alien 
race. It’s written like the diary of a 
buck private in boot camp, and 
starts with a sergeant talking “To¬ 
night we’re going to show you eight 
silent ways to kill a man.”

WENT TO SEE THE END OF THE 
WORLD. A group of people at a 
cocktail party describe their recent 
credit-card trips in a time machine 
to “the end of the world.’’ Their ver¬ 
sions of the ••end" differ and they 
bicker about which is more proba¬ 
ble. Meanwhile, outside in the real 
world, civilization is crumbling but 
Doomsday, courtesy of American 
Express, remains the morbid fasci¬ 
nation of the middle classes. 

Another goodie is Grahame Le¬ 
man’s CONVERSATIONAL MODE, 
a weird conversation between a 
mammoth computer and a patient in 
a psychiatric hospital that presents 
the mechanical brain as toe villain 
of the future. 

Here’s one to ignore: Douglas 
Mason’s THE END BKINGERS 
(Ballantine. 208 pages. $1.23). It’s 
that tired old theme of a world run 
by androids, wherein a human male 
decides it’s time to restore pain, suf¬ 
fering, love, humanity, etc. The first 
line of the first chapter should be 
enough to warn sci-fi fans that 
they’re into a dud: “Mike Finnigan 
stirred in his sleeping jkx! and 
opened his eyes to a low lumen 
count of pearl grey flushed with cy¬ 
clamen.’’ 

All too often, writers try to hit 
. you between the eyes with a stylish 
and fast-paced intitoduotion. Mason, 
a notorious literary show-off, fail« 
miserably. 

For fantasty fans, a valuable ref¬ 
erence book is provided by Lin 
Carter’s IMAGINARY WORLDS, 
(Ballantine, 278 pages. $1.23). 
Carter, an accomplished fantasist in 
his own right, talks about some of 
the great ones in this field of fiction 
and even includes some how-to 
1 winters: how to create worlds, how¬ 
to construct and name characters. 

He discusses Tolkien’s IX)RD OF 
THE RINGS, and Offers the opinion 
that T. H. White’s story of King Ar¬ 
thur, THE ONE AND FUTURE 
KING, is the best piece of fantasy 
ever written. To mv mind, it ranks 
among the finest books written in 
this century. 


IN BRIEF 

BATH, by John H addon (< opp 
Clark; 220 pages; $12.30) is a de¬ 
tailed history of .the ancient and 
famous British city of Bath, written 
by a man whose special interest is 
urban studies. This book would ap¬ 
pear to have extremely limited gen¬ 
eral interest despite its breezy style 
and lavish illustrations, but you 
never can tell, especially in Vic¬ 
toria.

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The Author Speaks Fenceline Fishing

Dr. Alex Comlort is a British physician-biologist- 
novelist-poet doing advanced research in gerontology, 
more particularly the prolongation of the human life¬ 
span. He is also the editor-author of The Joy of Sex: A 
Gourmet Guide to Love Making (Crown Publishers), the 
fastest selling professional work of its kind in the United 
States. 


The week I met him on one of his 
periodical visits to the United States 
the $12.95 volume sold 15,000 copies, 
bringing the number in print to over 
half a million. The Joy of Sexi has in 
fact been a best seller for months 
and is selling as fast as it can be 
printed. 

Dr. Comfort is agreeably sur¬ 
prised at its reception in the United 
States, the more so as the book has 
not yet been published in his native 
England, and may not be. “We’re 
undergoing a wave of woe-crying 
virgins in England,” he explained 
deadpan. “I wrote it in the United 
States for American readers, basing 
it on the experience of my wife and 
myself and other couples. 

“My idea was to treat sex as a 
natural function that could be en¬ 
joyed in the same way as, say, cook¬ 
ing can be enjoyed. Originally I 
started out to do a square, scientific 
book on the ethology of sex, but I 
soon gave that up for a fun ap¬ 
proach.” 

Dr. Comfort has no fear that the 
recent Supreme Court decision on 
pornography will limit the sale of 
his book. “This is not the sort of 
book the Supreme Court had in 
mind,” he explained. "It’s being 
used all over the country by physi¬ 
cians and marriage counsellors, and 
I doubt very much that any commu¬ 
nity will try to ban it. In a sense 
we’re trying to supersede the sleazy 
pornography that 42nd Street puts 
out. If anyone were to find my book 
jxjmographic, I would feel that I 
had failed in my purpose. I’ll go so 
far as to say that The Joy of Sex is 
the first book on the subject of sexu¬ 
ality to be researched on the psy¬ 
chology and psychiatry of 1973 
rather than 1873.” 

Here Dr. Comfoijt reminded me 
of Freud’s famous confession that he 
didn’t understand women. “We’ve 
come a long way since then,” he 
went on. “This is also the first book 
of its kind based on real people 
rather than statistical people. Most 
of the existing books on the subject 
are by men who've had insufficient 
sex experience themselves. What 
my wife and I didn’t know we got 
from talking to other couples who 
did know.” 

Dr. Comfort is currently associat-

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ed with a number of scientific foun¬ 
dations in California, where he 
wrote the 60,000-word text in six 
weeks. It was a case of professional 
interest coinciding with a writing as¬ 
signment. Between batting out 
words on the typewriter he did ad¬ 
vanced research at Santa Barbara 
on extending the human life-span. 
His next book, written in collabo¬ 
ration with a colleague, will be on 
gerontology. “We can achieve a 
longer life-span within 20 years pro¬ 
vided we get the money for re- 
i search,” he said. 

Come the fall Dr. Comfort and 
his wife expect to take up perma¬ 
nent residence in Santa. Barbara, 
where he will divide his time be¬ 
tween a scientific think-tank and his 
writing chores. “My next general 
book,” he remarked with a smile, 
“will be Everybody’s Lib, a sort of 
sequel to The Joy of Sex. In it I’ll 
try to explain how to relate to other 
people to the old, the young, 
friends, family, strangers, and so 
forth.” On the subject of sexuality, 
he would like to see more writing 
done by women. “Too many men 
have written, and are still writing, 
pure hogwash about sex. It’s time 
we heard from a competent woman 
giving the woman’s point of view.” 


All-American Knitter 
Is Sadie Shapiro 


Knitting patterns are not the 
theme of this hilarious book.

Sadie Shapiro is 72 years old (or

bly in one of her hand-knit jogging 
outfits, and canvas sneakers. 

When her book is published and 
she is called on to make public ap¬ 


pearances her delightful personality 
and ad-libbing makes her and the 
book a smashing success, but drives 
the obese manager of the Mount 
Eden senior citizens hotel to a ner¬ 
vous breakdown because erf the 
hundreds of autograph seekers run¬ 
ning through his establishment.

A person who “straddles the 
fence” is usually thought of as one 
who is unwilling to make a firm 
decision. But this isn’t true of every 
straddler. To many fishermen, 
"straddling the fence” is another 
way ot taking more fish. 

Man-made reservoirs are respon¬ 
sible for not only the shift in mean¬ 
ing but also for the interest that 
flooded fences arouse among an¬ 
glers. When a new reservoir is built 
the construction crews usually leave 
existing fences standing in the basin 
because it is too expensive to re¬ 
move them. 

Later, when the fish in the new 
lake have grown to catchable size, 
knowledgeable anglers cruise the 
shoreline in their outboard powered 
boats looking for fence rows that 
lead into the water. They know that 
quite often the fence was grown up 
with trees and bushes and that 
these, along with the fence and its 
posts, now’ provide cover for fish. 

To straddle the fence, an angler 
takes a sight along the fence as it 
runs into the water. In doing so he 
projects the fence toward a point on 
the opposite shore and uses this as a 
guide while fishing away from the 
near shore. 

The idea is to cast first on one 
side of the fence, and then on the 


other, working the lure down along 
the fence and through any sub¬ 
merged brush. j 

And fishermen really get excited 
about a fence row when an old road 
runs alongside it. Here is the perfect 
spot for some big fish that often lie 
in the ditches, culverts, and other 
features that existed at the time the 
road was flooded. 

The same idea works in Buttle- 
Upper Campbell Lake on Vancouver 
Island where anglers follow the un¬ 
derwater stump lines and the old 
dropoff banks.

Planning a long run in your out¬ 
board boat? Here’s a navigation tip. 
Using a large navigation chart can 
be awkward and keeps your eyes off 
the water too much. Before starting, 
go over your intended course on the 
chart and make a checklist of buoys 
you will pass by type and number, 
hazards to be avoided and land¬ 
marks. A list of this kind is easier to 
manage and read than a big chart. 
By glancing at it the steersman can 
see quickly what he must look for as 
his boat speeds along. Of course, 
you should also have the chart 
aboard in case you need complete 
information . . . but you’ll like the 
checklist method once you try it.

days had its rugged times. When 
Tom H. Piercy, the first keeper was 
on the Rock he used to have 
members of his family with him at 
times. One day his eight-year-old 
son, Harvey, was with him when he 
got into trouble. 

Finding a blasting cap left by 
builders the lad was pounding it 
with a rock when it exploded, blow¬ 
ing off the top of his thumb and inju¬ 
ring two other fingers. 

Hig father, unable to leave the 
light unattended, rowed the boy over 
to Denman Island, instructing him 
to walk the trail to the home of Dr. 
Beadnell, a matter of about six 
miles. This the boy did and was 
taken to Cumberland Hospital by 
the doctor. That in the horse and 
buggy days was quite a journey in 
itself. 

Another keeper, Walter Gordon, 
was quite a character and never 
daunted by any problem. He was 
accustomed to going ashore to Den¬ 
man Island whenever he needed 
wood for his fire. To save getting 


out a boat and rowing the short dis¬ 
tance (about 200 yards) he rigged 
up a basket affair, on a heavy wire 
by which he could propel himself 
to the beach and back.
